Group auditing also solves the con¬ 
trol factor and helps communication to a marked 
degree. 

Radiation and Scientology Processing 

The reaction to radiation in persons who have 
been given Scientology processing is by actual tests 
much lower than those who have not received it. 
\\ e have conducted many experiments in that 
direction. But even we would find it very difficult 
and even antipathetic to get everybody together 
and give them the amount of group processing 
needed as safeguard against radiation. 

Is there anything that we could give a person 
that would help him against radiation? There is- 
There arc several preparations which prevent 
radiation. It is getting rather common now and 
progress is being made on the whole subject. Here 
is an article from ‘‘The Hew Scientist” of the oflth 
March, 1957, by Dr. Peter Alexander, called “Pro¬ 
tection against Radiation”. 

He tells us-that, working independently, several 
people have found that harmful effects ol radiation 
can be reduced by injecting some quite simple 

chemicals before exposure to the rays. The comment 
on the whole article is: “Could medicines be used, 
to protect against the effects against radiation?” 
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A short time ago such a suggestion would have 
been thought absurd. Today chemical: protection 
against radiation is a subject of much research. 

Dianazcnc 

But we arc leading on this. We knew that old- 
time nicotine acid restimulatcd and ran out sun¬ 
burns anti that a person who had been given 
nicotinic acid actually did not receive a continuous 
effect from radiation. Anybody can make this 
test, 

It happens that there is an incorrect entry in 
both the British and American Pharmacopoeia. It 
says that nicotinic acid—not niacinamide—turns 
on a flush, and in overdose is therefore toxic. This 
is not correct. People who have taken nicotinic acid 
in overdoses—one has lo take about 90 grains to 
kill oneself—do get red and prickly and tiiar. is all 
it says in the Pharmacopoeia ■■about it. ' 

It is fascinating that there could be, this in¬ 
sufficient information. It. could be that people don't 
look because that isn’t what it docs at all. In a large 
number of cases it doesn’t turn on flushes but 
turns on hives, gastro enteritis, aching bones, .a 
fearful; terrified condition and not a physical 
action at all. I-Icre is a variable reaction from 
something toxic—and notice that it turns on the 
conditions brought about bv atomic radiation. 

What sort of a toxic pill is this which when 
administered over a period of time is no longer 
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toxic even though al! the time it is being adminis¬ 
tered it is above toleration? The body cannot 
tolerate the amount that-is being administered but 
after a while it no longer has any effect. Unless one 
knows Dianctics and Scientology this doesn’t seem 
to make much sense. 

Nicotinic acid runs out, abolishes, sunburns— 
and that is tiic simple .answer to this question. 
When it is given to a person, lie gets sunburns 
he has already had before and turns as red as a 
beet. Keep him on a regimented dose every day 
and after a while two things will happen : one, 
he no longer gets sick when nicotinic acid is 
administered to him and, two, he doesn’t have a 
bad reaction from sunburn. 

We have made the test with sunlamps and found 
that a person’s liability to he burned is improved 
by the administration of nicotinic acid and the 
running out of past burns. This, therefore, is true 
of this type of radiation illness. 

I conducted several experiments in 1950 which 
were in total disagreement with the Pharmacopoeia, 
but any medical doctor or biochemist could make 
the' same experiments. One would administer- 
200 mg nicolinomidc per day to somebody ancl see 1 ., 
all the manifestations I have spoken earlier, turn 
on, eventually disappear and not recur until one 
has administered about 500 mg per day, which will 
turn it all on again, but much less this time. Then 
one gives this person 1,000 mg per day for several 
days and finds that there is just a small reaction ■ 


after which one administers 2,000 mg per day and 
finds no more effects. One can thus feed people 
this toxic drug without any effect whatsoever. 

Remembering these experiments I made in 1950 
I again looked them up in the files of the Hubbard 
Association of Scientologists. We got some brave 
volunteers who look nicotinic acid over a period of 
a couple of weeks and our experiment was bearing 
out with one difference: the reactions per dose 
were 5 and f> times more violent than they had 
: been in 1950! . 

I then got hold of some of the people who were 
given nicotinic acid in 1950 and they took the same 
course ail over again. They got a little sick in their 
stomachs but were better off than other people and 
they got an entirely different reaction. 

In.order to make the intake of nicotinic acid 
more effective, I did more experimenting and even¬ 
tually combined it with vitamins and other 
. minerals and finally produced a formula called 
. Dianazcnc. 

The Formula for Dianazcnc 

Nicotinic Acid ... 200 mg. 

Iron Ferrous Gluconate ... 10 grains. 

Vitamin Bi ... ... 25 mg. 

Vitamin B2—Riboflavin ... 50 mg. 

Vitamin C—Ascorbic Acid 200 to 500 mg. 

Dicalcium Phosphate ... 25 to 35 grains. 





It should be taken daiiv, all at the same time, 
with milk and chocolate.' 

But it is not the best solution. It is a cure. It does . 
something .and it can eventually be run out with 
Scientology. But if we didii’t have anything else 
Dianazcnc might sene the purpose very well in a 
limited sense. 

Dianazcnc runs out radiation—or what appears 
to be radiation. It also proofs a person up against 
radiation in some degree. It also turns on and runs 
out incipient cancer., I have seen it run out skin 
cancer. A man who didn’t have much liability to 
skin cancer (only laid a few moles) took Dianazene.- 
His whole jaw turned into a raw mass of cancer. 
He kept on taking Dianazcnc and it disappeared, 
after a while. I was looking at a case of cancer, 
that might have happened. 

There is another instance of somebody who had 
a little bit of colitis which worried him slightly 
from time to time. After taking Dianazcnc lie 
started to bleed from the intestines. He kept on . 
taking this formula and came out without colitis. 
He may have been facing an eventual colitis of-a • 
fateful nature—haemorrhages. < i. 

The whole point in taking Dianazcnc is to keep 
taking it until bad effects vanish. ; ■ 

As the level of food intake from country to 
country varies, it is important that people who 
don’t cat regular wholesome food take milk and 
chocolates with this preparation, otherwise they, 
get a very poor rcactiop to it, I found that if one '

took milk and chocolates with it—or milk and 
glucose—it worked much better. In other words, 
the people who are the poorest fed would evidently 
be more susceptible to radiation. 

However, there could be thousands of other 
factors involved. There is no reason to worry about 
radiation at this time particularly. Bui there is the 
same old worry about the case and health level of 
the peoples of Earth, and if we continue along in 
this same direction, we would also win in the face 
of radiation. Who knows that we wouldn’t get A 
plague tomorrow that would wipe out nations.. I. 
assure you that it would be the people who arc 
worried and arc in a bad stale of health who 
would go down first. 

If one wanted to get the belter of the plague,, 
whether man or bug made, one should be audited 
by- Scientology technologies. That seems to me 
about all 'I could say off-hand that one might find 
of use in the understanding and handling of atomic 
radiation. •

A consignment of the meter had been seized by the Food and Drug 
Administration under 4-093 V, and they anticipated a contest of 
the seizure, therfore investigations were being made relative to its 
use. 


In my interview wiin 1963, I explained to him the 
purpose of the visit. He was very cooperative and supplied information 
requested by us. This interview was r ecorded in my memo of February 
12, 1963. In my present contact with W^ PjUjpin the interview, I 
explained to him that adjudication of this seizure action was still 
pending and we are expecting to have to go to trail on it. 

I aske4$SWH V i8r ’pif he had had any further contact with the 
Founding ChurcTT~of Scientology or any further experience with 
them or the E. Meter since my visit in 1963. jhpWliWfreplied 
that he had had none with the exception of receiving literature 
from time to time. He said that he is still interested in their 
operation and that he still feels that they helped him considerably 
with his emotional problems and that he saw quite’a number of 
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people who were helped during his visit and stay at the 
establishment in 1939. 

1 toldg££|||j|^|j|}that I would like to review with him 
some of our conversation during my visit of February 11, 1963 
to reconfirm what he had told me and to again give -him an 
opportunity to determine if his attitude, and impressions had 
changed since my visit. Thus, I reviewed A him portions of the 
interview following .my memo of 2/12/63. X specifically reviewed 
with him the portion explaining the reason'for-my visit reported 
on pages 2 and 3 of that report. He replied that he recalled and 
understood the purpose of my visit. I reviewed with'him Sections 
2, 4, 3, 6, 7, 9, 10, 13, and portions of Pages 7 and 8. 

After reviewing this with him, he indicated that it appeared 
that I had presented his experience, attitudes, and impressions 
fairly accurately, and that his attitude and ideas have not 
changed since.that time. 

In summary said that he still feels that this is 

a new approach and a scientific approach in dealing with people's 
mental and emotional problems. He feels that the Hubbard E. 

Meter is merely a means to an end, which is used to locate areas 
of emotional disturbance or concern. 


He feels that if any extravagant claims have been made for 
the E. Meter by an&ne for cure, treatment, or diagnosis, that 
they are completely out of line.

We have recently instituted seizure against a device called the Hubbard 
E-meter or Electro-Psychometer, which is an electronic device used to 
diagnose and treat mental and physical diseases by practitioners in an 
organization called Church of Scientology. The practice is also some- . 
times referred to as dianetics. The literature of the organization 
is replete with claim for the treatment of serious diseases, both 
mental and physical. The indications are that our action will be 
contested and we are preparing the government’s case. 


We are enclosing a copy of a letter 


which illustrates the harm that may arise from the use 


of this device. 




While we are pursuing an investigation into similar cases in this 
country, we believe that the facts in this case would be particularly 
impressive for presentation as evidence if the appropriate information 
can be gathered.

I explained to »H(j^^ ^j^ tthe purpose of my visit, essentially that 
we are interested in learning as much about the operation of the Founding 
Church of Scientology and its related organizations as possible. I explained 
to him that we had seized a consignment of the Hubbard E. Meter based on 
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representations that the device is adequate-for'diagnosis, treatment and cure 
of all mental- diseases of mankind and.practically all physical. I related 
to him that we are interested in determining as much information about- the 
use of this device as we can.. 1 explained to him how we learned of his at¬ 
tendance at the School. - s a i d that he was very interested in our' 

investigation and that he would be glad to give us any information that he 
had and could supply to us. He asked me hov; I wished to approach obtaining 
the information and I told him that possibly I could ask him some questions 
and as I went along, he might wish to fill in. Then when we were finished, 
he could fill in anything that we had missed. 

Questions and answers obtained were somewhat as follows: 


1. I asked? murnm what was his original contact or first knowledge 
of the Founding Church of Scientology. said that his first know¬ 

ledg e of the e xistence of such an organization was during his attendance at 

He and a friend were visiting a book store 
a no™ tiis n d ran across a book called "Dianetics," about which he had 

heard. He expressed an interest in the book, so.the two of them bought it. 

This was back in the early fifties said that he carried the book for 

a number of years and paid very little attention to it, maybe glancing through 

after which he^ had 

difficulties." He became divorced, became increasingly depressed, and resorted 
to reading the book "Dianetics," then sent for more literature and they sent 
him the book called "Scientology." He ordered more material including a number 
of pamphlets which advertised the Founding Church of- Scientology in Wash¬ 
ington. Phenomenon and principles set out in these books and literature 
interested-jJBJBfcvery much. At the time he had been working partly for the 

He arrived at the location late 

one afternoon and went into the building. There were tw-o ladies who were 
acting as receptionists in the office with whom he talked. He does not remember 
their names or where they are from. They explained to him what went on -there. 

He rented a room on one of the upper flors of the building and stayed at the 
building during his participation there. 

He said that the first few days were very informal in which he attended 
various lectures given by various people of the organization, none of whose 
na mes he i s.able,to recall. The only individual that he recalls is the

himself wasin England setting up an organization there, during the entire 
time that/jragp’attended the Washington Clinic. 
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said, that after a few days of lecture and demonstration of 
the E. Meter that he went through a series of so-called treatments in which 
he sat in a room vacant with only two chairs.in it. A person sat facing him 
looking him directly in the face. At this time the E. Meter was used by 
the person who talked to him to record apparent areas of emotional upset. 

When an area of emotional upset was discovered, a routine was adopted whereby 
he. was asked a set of questions related to this particular area over and 
over an'd over and over until his mind or his attitude was changed in regard 
to this particular area of emotional upset. 

When a person had been there long enough and taken this therapy as 
he related, long enough that they were unable to find any areas of emotional 
disturbance they considered the individual was cured. He said that he was 
there long enough and had progressed to the point where they were able to 
find very few areas of emotional upset upon which they could work. 

2. X asked if 'h e.^tlll a dheres to the principles of the 

Founding Chur cp pf Scientology. ' 4j|jj||gj(^repl ied that he cannot say that 

he does not to the principles practiced by this organization. He said 

that he never did feel that he had been taken advantage of and he feels that 
the people there have good intentions and that they did him a great deal of 
good. He did say, however, that they operate in the area of Psychology 
and that he cannot say that some people could not call this a religion. 

He said that he couldn't say that this organization is a fraud; however, I 
did not ask him the question if he thought it was a fraud. He indicated 
that he cannot be sure that he doesn't still adhere to the principles used 
in their activities. 

3. ' I 'asked ^|^^SS^^ Xf he was solicited by the organization to become 
a devotee or follower of the Church of Scientology. He said that, in reply 
to this question, he cquld not say that he was solicited to become a devotee 
or a follower of the Church of Scientology. He again expounded upon the fact 
that he learned of the organization through reading the literature and 

that when he went there, their approach was merely an informal one, 
explaining to him the type of treatment which they employed, principally 
that of dealing^with the mind and emotional areas of the mind. 


4. I asked him if they advised him in any way to continue his present 
religious affiliations without any interference of his affiliation wi fch by 
the Founding Church of Scientology. He said that the matter of religion 
and Church was not brought up during .the time that he was there. He said 
that this is not a religion, that.in,h is mind it is not a Church so far as 
he is concerned, but that wh° went there might regard it 

as such. He said that he was given no^advicV'ln regard to his religious 
affiliations.

5. I specifically askedwhat was his impression of the Church 
as a religion. There again he e'kp'6'iinded upon the fact that he did not con¬ 
sider this operation to be that of the Church nor of a religion, that it was 

a very scientific search of the mind, of the emotionally disturbed individuals. 

6. I asked him if this was explained to him as being other than a 
religion, some sort of Super-Science. He said that there was no definite 
explanation as to what this operation actually was or what it would actually 
do but that everybody understood that it was a scientific search to discover 
areas of emotional disturbance. He said that it was not actually possible 
to make a definite statement as to whether this might be construed as a 
super-science or as a religion. 

7. I asked he was advised that the practice of Scientology 

could affect mental7~pTiysical, and/or spiritual improvement including the 
cure of disease of mental or physical sort. said that in a general 

way, this theory was represented to him as affecting one's mental and thereby 
affecting through a side effect his physical being. He feels that with the 
mental and physical improvement, there then comes spiritual improvement. 

He said that it was not represented to him as a cure for anything, but that 
it could help and improve the mental and physical ailments. 

8. He was asked if he 'was advised that the promised effect to mental 
and physical ailments was the result of the application of scientific pro¬ 
cedure or through reason of faith in the religion of Scientology. He 

said that he was not definitely advised in any manner but their procedures 
indicated to him a highly scientific procedure that they were seeking in a 
scientific way to uncover these areas of mental disturbance and to treat 
them in a scientific manner. He said that the improvement was to come through 
the scientific procedures and that no mention of improvement through faith 
in the religion of Scientology was brought to light. 

9. I asked,vjjjj^j^p£if any instruments or devices were employed or 

recommended in his treatment. In reply to this, said that in ■ 

the original lectures the E. Meter was demonstrated"to them, they were -allowed 
to look at it, and work with it, and that it was represented to them merely 
as an instrument to detect these areas of emotional and mental disturbance. 

He said that this was as far as they went, indicating use as a treatment 
or a diagnostic device. 

^g^P$g|^|$&said that the E.. Meter was used in the actual therapy or 
treatment of any individual going there if they desired it to be used. 

It was a voluntary thing that the thing was presented to them and if they 
wanted the instrument to be used on them, then it was used. He said that 
the E. Meter was actually used in his treatment and so-called therapy. 
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As explained briefly previously in the reporsaid that when the 
actual treatment began, that the patient or the individual sits in a room 
which is bare with the exception of two chairs. The patient sits in one chair 
and the individual giving the treatment sits in a chair facing the patient. 

He said that this was the procedure in his treatment and that when he was 
being treated, he held a tin can in each hand with electrodes from the E. 

Meter attached to each can. This was for ease and simplicity in dealing with 
j» the machine. As the person sitting across from him looking directly in his 
eyes asked him questions, they observed the E. Meter and when they came upon 
an area of emotional or mental disturbance, the E. Meter would register. 

Then, on the basis of this, the routine was established in this particular 
area whereby any questions were asked the individual over and over and over 
relative to this particular area until the individual had changed his atti¬ 
tude and thinking in regard to this particular area of disturbance. 

This particular procedure goes on five days a week for eight hours a day, 
as long as the individual feels that he wants treatment. 

10. I specifically asked.djjg||j|g^what the function of the E. Meter 
is or was, and he said that merely as he had explained, it was used as an 
auxiliary unit incidental to the person’s treatment, to determine these areas 
of disturbance whereby particular attention and routine was given. 

11. I asked ||p§|[ if any references were specifically made as to 

the therapeutic usages of the E. Meter for treatment of disease or in 
diagnostic uses and he said that no reference was made to it in that manner 
that it was just shown to them and represented as previously indicated. 

12. I asked l^^f£|^^what organization was he dealing w T ith. He 
replied that the only organization that he knew existed was the Founding Church 
of Scientology. As for other names, he had no knowledge of them. 

13. X asked him what individuals he dealt with and if there were any 
particular individuals who seemed to have authority and who gave him the 
treatment. He said that everybody referred to Mr. L. Ron Hubbard as the leader 
and the one to whom they looked for guidance. There were two or three indi¬ 
viduals who seemed to take a leading part, but none seemed to have any 

more authority than the others. He said that there were approximately 10 
to 15 people who worked there, full time and that there were^ 3.y2 . G.Q^_peo p 1 e who 
worked there part time. None of these people, according t o / made 

living wages. Most of them had other jobs at night or at otHer~tInes to 
help with their living expenses. 

)Sjjj^pHB!$'Said that none of these people were trained scientists or 
psychologists but that all of them had come there with some type of diffi¬ 
culty or had become interested in the operation and had received treatment 
and/or experience there at the establishment. After a period of time each 
individual began to give treatments namely by sitting and talking with the 
person being treated and observing their reactions as recorded with the E. Meter. 
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'fhcn from these observations certain routines of asking questions in a par¬ 
ticular area to the'individual was carried out.. 


fwas unable to remember and he said that he did not have recorded 
the names of the individuals who gave him his instruction and with whom he 
dealt. He said that his memory was very poor as far as names are concerned. 


I askedrelative to literature, pamphlets which he received 
previous to going there and during this time. He indicated that he had a 
box full of this information when he left and went back to the University 
of Texas and finished his LO^egree. He said that all of this material drifted 
away from him during the time.that he was completing his Law degree.

this he seemed to answer quite alertly and stated that they made no diagnosis 
of patients. He said that this was where they disagreed with Psychiatrists 
in that psychiatrists diagnosed people and that they felt that this diagnosis 
many times hendered the treatment of the patient. 

I asked ^B^^^^if he had a cancelled check i?ith which he paid for 
the treatment and he said that he thought he had, but that he was unable to ~~ 
find them. However, if there was reason for us to have them, he felt that 
possibly his bank would have photostats in their records and that we were 
welcome to them. He said that the only literature or anything related to 
it that he has is that he still has the book "Scientology." 

I asked he had consulted or seen any doctors of any type 

after his re turn rrour'thc establishment, and he said that he had not. 
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He was unable to give, me 
organization.

In the course of our conversetion$Sw(lHHPBB> said that he had not 
received any recent correspondence from them because he had not been active 
in keeping up with them even though he is still interested in their process 
and their operation. However, he indicated that if we needed current informa¬ 
tion from them or that he could write and correspond with them, he would be 
glad to do it. 

I casually mentioned the possibility of court contests on the seizure 
of E. Meters and asked him if he would have any objection to testifying 
in the event the Administration saw fit to have him. He said that he would 
have no objection whatsoever, that he is quite interested in this thing and 
while he does not feel that he was defrauded, he feels that they have good 
intentions and are trying to help people^That if they are actually defrauding 
the public, that he does not condone their operation. 


Jdoes not recall exactly what it cost him to take the treat¬ 
ment; however, he said that he roomed in the building and during the approxi¬ 
mately three months he was there he spent about $1,400.00 total. This, of 
course,■would include the treatment and his room. ‘He ate in various places 
nearby. In regard to this fee, he said that they do not actually make a 
charge, but it is given as a donation depending upon what an individual wants 
to give. They do, however, set up pretty much a standard donation for 
the average individual. He said that this was what he contributed. 


In our conversation^|Hpa(E§pstated that as far as this being a religion 
or a Church that they had actually been instructed that this position had 
been taken in the matter of carrying on this scientific research without being 
bothered by Medical Practice Laws and that a side benefit was the fact of 
not having to pay taxes. His whole philosophy in regard to this operation 
is that it is a very scientific procedure and that it has very, little to do 
with religion or Church. 

^j.appears to be a normal individual. He appeared to 
want to~5e co-operative and to give me any information which he had in regard 
to his experiSnce with the Founding Church of Scientology. I think it can 
be concluded, however, that he does feel that this organization helped him 
through a crisis and that they do have a scientific approach to problems of 
the mentally depressed, the treatment of which results in improvement of 
physical ailments which came about as a result of these mental attitudes. 

As far as he is concerned, the E. Meter was not represented to him to be a 
machine of treatment or diagnosis, but merely as auxiliary unit incidental 
in discovering the needs of an individual. This appears to me, however,

When a preclear (person wishing treatment) comes to Scientology, he 
processed in the following manner: 


1. He is given a written 10 test, a written personality analysis test, 
and an aptitude test,which amounts to a "reflex" test similar to those given 
for drivers, etc. (the aptitude test may be changed somewhat - 
gave this impression) The aptitude test and the reflex test are”series "A". 
Series "B" is used at the conclusion of a session tc measure improvement. 

measure "withholds”. A withhold "is^an^arsa of'a persons life which lias 
produced a guilt feeling not previously admitted to anyone else. When this 
area is encountered during questioning, there is a positive charge produced 
on' the E Meter.

I could find no listing for any of the other subjects of this investigation 

I visited the New York State Motor Vehicle Bureau (New York City 
office) and was advised that there was no record of any vehicle having

been issued to any of the subject individuals, and also to determine 
if a vehicle had been registered to any of them in the upstate area.

I am not a 
lawyer and am not qualified to pass on legal matters, 
but I would be very surprised if there were any legal 
r estrictions fl n <tnoTuse except th e la ws that would apply 
to anyon e claiming to practice medicin e. 

Your mention of a cult which uses these instruments 
interests me because I have spent* some time with a 
group called Scientology which uses these instruments 
and has some characteristics of a cult. 

I am a scientist and am aware that many innovations, 
especially in medicine and psychology, have arrived 
through unorthodox channels. Therefore, my attitude 
toward Scientology has been to test it out and to 
compare their rate of cure w ith that achieved by 
orthodox methods. I have not been convinced yet that 
the Scientology methods are not superior. The Scientologis 
however, do not use the instrument as a lie detector. 

They use it to determine emotional charge. I am not 
surprised^howeven, if there are others who misuse the 


instrument.

Like any good mental hospital patient or ex-patient, I 
followed the orders - somewhat -of the doctor. I took medi¬ 
cine. While I used earlier'medicine first, I took it regu¬ 
larly, And I went through hell. 

When I first re-ontered HASI la T5€9, about two weeks 
after my release from Chicago State, and began writing re¬ 
ports again, I oouldn't sleep nights, nothing will tsar me 
apart quicker than working hard with little or no sleep. I 
took one 50 mg. tablet of Thorazine that I had from Elgin 
State Hospital at night - or morning - before retiring as a 
sleeping pill. This proved to be too much, I switched to 
*ne tablet, 5 mg, Stelazlne before retiring, then moved that 
up to taking it dally immediately after I returned from work. 
Too much. I switched to the 8 mg. Trilifon tablet Wednes¬ 
day night, took a nap because I intended to work later and 
slept 10 hours straight - I had had three or four hours 
sleep the night before. At least my reactions under Trili¬ 
fon were different; at least, I might be able to llv® with 
Trilifon for awhile. 

Respiration reactions under some of this medicine Is a 
butchery, and I was getting some heart reactions I didn't 
Uke. Further, I've got my eyes to worry about - in two 
Ureas. 


About two weeks ago I went to the Chicago Eye, Ear, Hose 



and Throat Hospital to get glaeses. I was under Thorazine, 

50 mg. nightly. HHHJ1 The doctors there had to put drops Into 
my eyes to dilate, the pupils so that I could undergo normal 
eye examlnatIon. They told me people who have taken tranqulllH 
zer over a period of years nay hare eye reactions that hint 
at physical damage. I refer you to their findings and to the 
findings of other eye physicians. 

In additi on to thi s, I am aware of the Hubbard directive 
on drugs on wall. Pupil dilation Is dlocern- 

able, oomes Troai a drug, and may he looked for. 

Besides this, I have Manteno psychotherapist 
advice to not take the medicine and let it flush out of my 
system In a few days, after I left the hospital. 

Contrary to this, I have keen told that the medicine 
will keep me out of the faensltal, It might* I mm usually 
don't take It after I'm released. 

In any event, my last medicine was taken Wednesday 
night. My eyes were nearly normal for Maurice Larude last 
night. With three to four hours sleep Thursday night Toe- 
hind me, I took a hot hath Friday evening, soaked In water 
as hot as I could stand for about an hour because I had to. 

I almost felt that I was a human being again. 

I have- taken overdoses of cheap vitamins - Walgreen's 
100 tablets for 99^ ■ In dosages up t o 10 a day to keep me 
going. It did. I lived through It enough to keep my job, 
invent and develop Bt-5and, buy a copy of "All About Radia¬ 
tion" - with receipt - for you people, which might he able 
to be used as Court evidence (Dlanazene), take notes on a 
lecture in which Larude started pushing books - last night's - 
and do a con Job that mighty get some pictures that the head 
of one oenter doesn't seem to want. But 

I lived througlTTf?---At work I've been fighting a combina¬ 
tion of tranquilizer and vitamins, and something may appear 
to be wrong with me but they haven't found it yet. ’With 
enough sleep, no tranquilizer and less vitamins, I might 
be able to handle It. Anyway, the book has been bought and 
I've got Maurice Larude's receipt. 

I Ins have found this out, toe. I know how I 

feel under tranquilizers Drugged. I know how I feel srhama 
under a vltamin-tranqullizer combination: Drugged. I re¬ 
membered enough how I felt under Dlanazlne: Drugged. 

I'll stay'with vitamins, and less amounts. 

I contend that my condition has been a drug-induced psy¬ 
chosis, that Dlanazene brought It on, and that lasting, psy¬ 
chiatric or psychotherapeutic help will have to take Into 
cognlsanoe the drug, Dlanazene, and Its administered dosage. 
This is verifiable by the book, "All About Radiation".. {I, 
have another copy.) The average mental hospital psychiatrist 
looks at hie patient, prescribes a pill, and has the psychl- 
atrlo aide tell him to go and sit down. 
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I sat down enough at Mantene. 


I am alttlng down no longer, have not been for sometime. 


At the seme time, I am being realistic. I have got only 
so much time. I am not on borrowed time. I am on time I 
have hewn out for myself through sheer will and instinct. 
There lo a limit, however, and I recognize It. 


I have bounced ftmnrt In and out of State Hospitals In 
Illinois eight times since I960, I have equally bounoed In 
and out of Skid Row - Chicago’s Rahm, Esquire and Plymouth 
Hotels, Just south of the Loop - because each time I was re¬ 
leased from a Hospital I had to start over and there the rent 
was cheap. My release on February 10, 

1969 was the only one in which I'returried to the home I had 
before. I’ve last personal property about which X loss I 
felt badly, because I am the soj.e sur vIvor of what was once 
a family. I got out of » save what was left, 

did It, and managed to mats''provisions for Its future safety. 

I have very few, things left of my mother. She was an 
ex-nun, a concert pianist and vlolinlst and a college grad¬ 
uate. My father was a nationally-known architect and artist 
before the Crash of 1929. I have same of his architectural 
drawings and water-colors here. One is on the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio, Spring Grove Avenue Plant, Cincinnati, 

Ohio, dated 5-29-19. Another Is on the State Lii\e Building, 
Indianapolis,.Indiana. A third. Majestic Theatre, Indiana¬ 
polis, Indiana. Number four. Hotel Metropele, Indianapolis, 
Indiana. There are others. These are cIrca-1920 Americanna, 
and bjelong In some art or architectural museum, not In the 
furnace because his ssn had to vacate his apartment to go back 
Into a mantal hospital because he onoe ,twkL. Ron Hubbard’s 
drug and blew his mind and .his sanity into the fires of hell. 


It Is about two hours sinoe the last paragraph was 
written. (Page 6, Incidentally, Is a re-wrlte of the page 
• I did last night; I stopped work last night at 3:00 a.m. 
because I couldn't stand It any longer; I was'up at noon 
today.) It is also two or three weapings later. Sometime 
In the bgmnf 1950’s at 927 Argyle, Chicago, n?y mother opened 
her trunk, took out photographs of my father's architectural 
work, put these framed pictures all over the walls of our 
living room. She also took out perhaps the only picture she 
had of my father and put it on the end table. This was done 
as a protest to my being In Scientology. It was also done 
I expect In the hope that something In me would be awakened,- 
something about home, and family, and perhaps God - before It 
was too late. I told her to go t o _hell,._ s t ormed out of the 
apartment and at the hame of auditor, at 

8701 West Sunnyslde Avenue, Chicago, continued the storm un¬ 
til I had expended enough charge to go again Into the regular 
processing session.

Three 
or four days later these photographs. Including the one of ray 
father, disappeared from the living roam and were perhaps 
sorrowfully returned ta their place of safety in her trunk. 

I continued ta get processed; my mother never took them out 
again. 

I would taabai now give gladly over one-half of what is 
left of my life to get these things back and place them in 
some kind of museum where they belong. My mother’s music 
stand, violin and music are gone. So are the miniature 
photos of her mother and father. Perhaps one ole picture 
of her remains, plua the one I have on the living room wall 
in my apartment, old photographs efi some relatives, a re¬ 
ligious pa picture or painting m and some religious medals. 
There is even a religious relic of St. Frances Xavier Cab- 
rini, the "American Saint" of the Roman Catholic Church. I 
had this relic on my person for a week, then put it back In 
the trunk where It would naan be »smm safe because the way 
I was feeling, I feared a premature hospital stay, and I 
know from sad experience what happens to personal property 
In the personal property departments of State Hospitals In 
k& the State of Illinois. 

I prayed fervently to this American Saint to keep me 
going, to give me time, to give me strength. That these 
prayers were answered, loan only state that I am still 
working full time 1 invented Bi-Hand which

low second copy, which Is also numbered) - and shook him 
up with B1-Mand - his eyes nearly popped out of his head 
when he looked at the typewritten illustrations - and shook 
him up another way with photographs. He has something he 
doesn't Ilka and he's stuck with it, and I expect that 
others besides myself are going to be interested when I go 
Into the Dlanetlc course with a camera. Somehow, too, I 
can be off tranquilizer with no 111 effects; I was having 
worse ones on the medicine. For me, the doings of this 
Saint saved me three to four times and perhaps more in the 
past two weeks; with what I was going through, I don't know 
what else could have done it. 


Since I’ve almost run *ut of typewriter paper - I need 
Phat’s left for same other carreapsndence - I will have to 
use same aid oaa paper I used ta use far the first drafts af 
scripts, (I bought the paper fram Powers Regulator while I

A month, and some days later, n the trunk Is still on my 
living roam floor, lt3__contents Intact, My landlady has a 
letter to oontactdHMMlif^MD Chic ago Help Unlimited, Laberman 
Division, 4606 JJerYSFKenmora Avenue, Chicago to take and 
stare this trunk if anything should happen to me. I haven't 
had time to contact AlA, the Chicago Art Institute, or in¬ 
quire into other architectural or art museums, I’ve been too 
occupied with work, writing and the Scientologists. Some¬ 
time, and soon, however, ! am going to do this. 

In the trunk, there Is even a letter, dated September 
12, K5SB 1940, from The White Souse, Washington, alined by- 
Stephen Sarly, Secretary to the President, "I am bringing 
your communlcatlon” (about my father’s death) "to the at¬ 
tention af ...the Librarian af Congress.'’ 

My father designed buildings throughout the United 
States; be was known nationally, and by his pupils, accord¬ 
ing ta my mother, he pas kmA teaaa feSteaJ& BatoB^ called "The 
Master”. Little or nothing Is known of him now, but he was 
part *f this country, and in his awn way helped build It. 

On one ar two af the water-colors, there are even draw¬ 
ings af harae-drawn vehicles} an architect will usually draw 
trees and cars about the drawing af his proposed snoiaiaaisa 
building to achieve realism: "This Is how it will look when 
built”. In these days of sbs sportscars, jets and space¬ 
ships, drawings of horse-drawn vehlolea, especially on an 
architects formal building presentation, are exceedingly 
rare. There are dates af 1919, 1915, and KKKKS3BQS I be¬ 
lieve, some earlier. 

I fcft bring this to your attention because. If anything 
happens to.me, I want this trunk safe. YJhat remains of this 
man’s hand-dravm work, AmerIoanna, Is, In its own small way, 
part af the cultural heritage of this country. It deserves 


a place of oafety, where It can lie looked at and learned fraa, 
not the heat of a furnace where Its ashes can combine Itself 
with the rapidly growing ashes of our past. 

If anyone at Pood and Drug, Washington, wants to t ake 
the time to find out and advise me about where and to whom 
to write about my father's drawings, I will appreciate It. 

I haven't had the time, to find out anything about this, thus 
f ar . 

Thank you. ■ / 

Tfhat remains of my mother's things, there is hardly any¬ 
thing left, pxa probably doesn't belong In a museum. She 
didn't do that much. She was a wife and a mother, took over 
the raising of her son when her husband died, went to school 
and‘went to work, and managed to keep body and soul of both 
together. She was an ordinary woman. God-fearing and God- 
trusting, who did what she had to do. Museums to her kind 
haven't been built yet, w^ll be probably never built. They 
are not needed, we stlll^rimf of that type of woman around, 
yet perhaps they should be built. She was not In gn good 
health when she went to Washington, D.C. In January, 1957, 
to bring back home her drug-crazed and drug-shattered son . 
from the Academy of the Scientologist*. Her health grew 
worse because of concern and worry, and she died a premature 
death a little oyer two years later. 

Both rest in unmarked graves In Chicago, and It is hoped 
that they rest in peace. My father lies In Wunders Ceraetary, 
my mother, in St. Joseph's. Somehow, there wasn't enough mon¬ 
ey ever around for my mother and I to get a headstone for 
my father. A young man with a speech Impediment doesn't get 
the best jobs, doesn't get the best girl friends, somehow 
doesn't get to meet the "right" people. I walked dogs fin 
at 14 to help my mother support us, ran elevators nights full 
time and went to school days at 15 to continue to help. At 
17 beoause I cohered every advertising agency In Chicago 
dally for throe months, I was working in radio advertising 
and along with It I managed to namritaBtapakn almost complete 
two years of high school nights in six months. Some prob¬ 
lems were solved, others arose, th.erO-.waa umm&iadum§ somehow 
nothing that stable, nothing that secure eoconomlcally, on 
which to depend. I still had a speech Impediment and while 
I knew that I needed professional help,to cure it, because 
without it I would never progress ecconomloally, there was 
never enough money to get it. I was reading bosks on psy¬ 
chology, psychoanalysis, using the data in my writing, work¬ 
ing like a dog for a network radio show that collapsed in 
my face, and planning to get psychotherapy if I could ever 
afford it. Then eaawRon Hubbard, and the Oeat Con Job began. 

My mother, also, does not have a headstone, I haven't 
had the money to begin even to think of one. Somehow, throug a 
Stolal Security Disability, I did get money from.the govern¬ 
ment In 1968. I did manage to buy a flOO.OO Papal Mass for 
her. This was said by the Pope in HJffiM Vatican City sometime 
In late 19*8. I did this because It was something I felt I 
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aned her far a long time. Threugh Disability, also - I was 
warlclng an day labor at the time, and deceived the nine 
months' payments that I was aliened - I financed the buying 
af Solentolagy beaks that 1 r out e d,. wi th reports af Chlcaga 
Solentalagy meetings, Int e <gjj$£j£j|Bjjt(§(^'and Chlcaga Mental 
Xealth, regularly.. I managed t**~ri've a little better than 
I had in years, tas, even rented the twa-rasm apartment 
I nan have. I had, taa, managed‘ta get myself aff af Slcld 
Raw. 

The maney I had left, however, dwindled away; I was 
penniless ar almost sa when I went ta Chicago State"an Jan¬ 
uary 50, 1969. Sometime In September, 196B, while attend¬ 
ing Solentalagy meetings and writing reparts, Dlanazene re¬ 
dintegration hit me and hit me hard. I stopped attending 
Solentalagy meetings In October, and In November I qi It my 
gag jab. After that, I lived an my savings. 

There la a record a f_the.-first night af Dlanazene re¬ 
dintegration wltb be t U and Chlcaga Mental Health. 

1 wrote what I did, deaerTbecT"some af the symptoms. There 
are further Scientology reports with both, as well as liter¬ 
ature and books. Tomorrow, I haven't gat time tonight as Its 
now 1:00 a.m., I will write to both end Instruct them to 
route this data Into PDA, Chlcaga, ar let me pick It up and 
I will deliver It, for forwarding ta you people In Washing¬ 
ton. 

X did not go t a tonight. I had a confllc 

af Interest and f Inal’ly—imcTded ta stay home. I guess I did 
not want ta leave the book and the receipt unguarded. I went 
through a lot to get It, to get this far. 


I will be at the PDA office, Chicago, first bfao thing In 
the morning with the book, the receipt, oertaln Journals of 
Scientology and all, original hand-written nates that I have 
in the Scientology meetings I have attended In 19GB 
and 1969. These notes were taken down as rapidly as I could 
while the lecturer* were talking. The handwriting at times 
Is difficult t* read, because these nates were written ,lh 
haste as I had t* keep up. As usual, I da not get it. all - 
that Is Impassible - sometimes more, sometimes less. But 
they were written at bbwwam these meetings and reflect what 
was said.

The method, as will be de¬ 
scribed In the following pages, can shorted wiping tine, pro¬ 


duce a oleaner tube and reduce to an appreciable extent, hu¬ 
man fatigue. Since experimental data Is at this tine con¬ 
fined to one individual, myself, I recommend. If warranted 
upon the reading of those pages, further tests among other 
tube wiping personnel, a detailed tine and motion study - I 
have managed to time sons eperatlone while doing my regular 
work, but this time-study Is at best rudimentary - and -what¬ 
ever refinements as may be deemed necessary'upon oloser ex¬ 
perimentation, Inangerated. 

I have used the teohnlque far four oonseoutlve days, 

Uareh 4 through Mareh 7, 1969, have contrasted It with the 
one taught me when I first began work In Department.150. I 
have found, as I believe will be seen, that the TV tube 
wiping procedure eurrently In exletenoe Is both tlme-oon- 
aumlng and, more Importantly, overly fatlgue-produolng. 

I am a new employee desirous of Improving his work on 
the Job, have been able to not only learn unfamiliar work 
but to meet production schedules with the quality expected 
as well. This Is no striking attainment, as sueh action Is 
anticipated In any new employee. It Is In fact required, or 
he won't be a new employee for very long. The proposed ohangee • 
In procedure, called the "Bi-Hand Method", works for me and 
works wall. I submit It to you for your oenslderatIon.

She said that there were no' 
licensed ministers presently connected with the New York Branch but that 
four licen sed minist ers were'connected with the organization’s Washington 
offices^ai«MBM«ptold us that she had been granted a license by the 
or ganizati on’s main offices in Washington as a "Hubbard Clearing Auditor".

The "Long John Program* 1 is broadcast nightly from midnight to 5 AM over 
station WOR In Hew York. "Long John" is the broadcasting name used by 
John HebeI. The basic format of this program is interviews and discussions. 
The guests who are interviewed on this program can renge anywhere from 
legitimate individuals to individuals who claim to have taken trips on 
flying saucers. 

At approximately 12:30 AM on Saturday morning, 2/23/63 I was returning 
to my home from a visit in the Bronx. I turned on my car radio and happ¬ 
ened to tune in on the "Long John" show. The topic being discussed at 
that time was Scientology and the Founding Church of Scientology. When 
| arrived home, ‘ I made some rough notes of what | had^heard while I had 
been driving, and | also turned on my home radio and continued listening 
and making notes until 3:30 AM.

During the iiterview with Hr. Thomas at least one of the interviewers made 
mention of the book, "Fads & Fallacies" by Martin Gardner. On several 
occasions during the program both John Nebel and Mr. Thomas mentioned the 
seizure of Scientology "material" by the FDA.' Hr. Thomas said that not 
only L. Ron Hubbard, but Scientology as a whole was deeply concerned 
about the government’s action. 

During the program John Nebel read from a letter he received from Mr. 
Thomas which stated, "I am not a member of the local organization, 
although my wife Joan is." During the program Hr, Thomas said that he 
was a member of the international organization. 

At approximately 2:30 there was a coffee break which lasted approximately 
half an hour. When the discussion resumed, Hr. Thcraas made a disclaimer 
which he apparently had made previously, at the beginning of the program. 
Mr. Thomas said that the opinions which he expressed on the program were 
his own and not necessarily of those.of L. Ron Hubbard or the Founding 
Church of Scientology. 

At this point in the program there was a demonstration of the Hubbard 
E. Meter in which Mr. Thomas acted as the auditor and Hr. Nebel acted 
as the "Preclear." Mr. Nebel described the E. Meter for the benefit 
of .the radio audience. Mr. Nebel' also mentioned that a Sam Vandervert 
was taking photographs of the proceedings. 

At this point in the program it was 3:30 AH.' I did not listen any 
further because I felt that there would be no difficulty in obtaining a 
tape recording of the program and also because it was extremely difficult 
to keep up with the Scientology Jargon which Mr. Thomas invariably used.

• Mr. jC L. Ron Hubbard is also mentioned on pages 309 and 346 of this 
book. John Campbell, Jr., the publisher of "Astounding Science Fiction" 
is also mentioned In the chapter dealing with Dianetica, Further 
references to John Campbell, Jr, are also made on pages 316, 331, 366 
and 356. 

I have read Chapter 22 on Dianetlcs and found It to be very uncomplimentary 
to L. Ron Hubbard and Scientology. In this chapter the author mentions 
several publications dealing with Dainetics and I have attempted to obtain 
some of them. I have obtained the May and August 1950 editions of 
"Astounding Science Fiction." I have also obtained the September XI issue 
of "New Republic" and the April, 1951 edition of "Better Homes & Gardens." 

The May, 1950 edition of "Astounding Science Fiction" contains an article 
entitled "Dianetics, the Evolution of a Science" by L. Ron Hubbard 
beginning on page 43 and also an editorial on Dianetlcs on page 4. 

The August, 1950 edition of "Astounding Science Fiction" contains a 
lengthy letter from L. Eton Hubbard beginning on page 152. The second 
page and the back cover of this issue contain advertisements for "Dianetlcs." 
The "Brass Tacks" portion of this issue (pages 148 to 162) contaim letters 
from readers regarding the subject "Dianetlcs." References to Dianetica 
are also made on page 116 and 127 of this issue. 

The April, 1951 Issue of "Better Homes 6 Gardens" contains an article 
entitled "Peace of Mind In Dianetica?" by Prof. Frederick L. Schuman, 
beginning on page 6. 

Page 4 of the September 11, 1950 issue of "New Republic" contains a 
letter from Frederick L. Schunan regarding Dianetlcs. 

I also attempted to obtain a copy of the July^ 1952 Issue of "Science Fiction 
Advertiser," a magazine published by science-fantasy fans in Glendale, ,■ 
California, but I was unsuccessful. This publication is mentioned in the 
last paragraph on page 272 of "Fads & Fallacies in the Name of Science."

HATS AKD OTHER FOLDERS 

(Re-iBsue of HCO Policy Letter of September 15* 1959) 

There are three classes of folders permanently assigned to each staff member 
Of HCO and the Central Org. 

The first of theje is a hat folder. In it should be included only the hat _ 

write up and policies issued which directly relate to the individual post. 

The second of these is a technical folder into which one places all technical 
bul tins issued. These must never be put in ones hat folder. 

The third of these is an organizational folder. All bulletins and policy 
letters relating to ones job but only by reason of being a staff member are 
included in this folder. , , 

. 0 Theee folders are the following colours for your info and ready reference* 

Hat Folders are Blue ' 

Staff Folders are Yellow 

Technical Folders are Goldenrod . * « 


The Keeping of These Folders 

The responsibility of keeping these folders straight lies with the individual 
staff member.

One must always have all the write ups and policies governing his job ready 
to hand in his hat folder. The reason for this is basically to keep the structure 
of the organisation in writing and straight for reference by the staff member. 

There is also a great advantage here in having a complete hat folder in ones desk 
when one is not present, for his duties and functions can be looked up and done by 
another when he is on vacation. Furtherj when one is- promoted or posts are 

changed there is always a loss of the bits and pieces, and the person new on post 
needs constant guidance from the member leaving it unless all these bits are in 
the hat, • 


Random despatches, technical bulletins,' general staff bulletins are never put , ! 
In ones hat folder. To do so is to thicken the folder up tc a point where it I i 
cannot be used for ready reference. This defeats the purpose of the hat folder v • 
for the staff member himself and for his possible temporary relief. * ’| 

Letters and policies governing the fact of being a member of staff, such as '■!! "[ 
rules and regulations of HCO or the organisation and hours and schedules for this h , i 
and that, all belong in the staff member folder. This should include no technical. ■: ' j 

All technical bulletins, policy letters and other technical matters, and even ;) j j j 
ones own notes on the technical aspect of keeping ones job straight, belong in a ■:’ ! 
separate-technical folder which, accumulating, bepomes very valuable to everyone. 


This then is the way we keep our posts and positions and functions.straight 
in HCO as well as in Central Organisations. 

These three types of folders are stored handily in ones desk and are the only 
pieces of paper allowed in ones desk. (Never make despatches or comm, material 
vanish off the lines and into a desk). ' 



L If these three folders are in good order one ha3 a ready method of checking 
over all sides of his job and all policies relating to his job. If one has his 
folders it is possible to break down his job into various ports when the volume 
of the post gets too high so as to have exact writeups of instructions to pass over 
to newly acquired assistants. ! 

Unless we have some visible .record of our posts and functions we can easily 
get into a confusion of lines and actions, which has been known to bring chaos to 
an organisation to say nothing of much extra work and dev,.T,. to its individuals.

I am v.-riting you to protest the action of the Food and Drug Administration • 

against the Founding Church of Scientology which occurred last Friday afternoon. 

In this action, the personal property (Electrometers) of the students was confis¬ 
cated on masse, as well ns religious texts of the Church itself. There were no 
individual court orders so far as the individual students were concerned, and 
although that is not the main issue, it seemed pretty high-handed to me. (The 
U.S. Marshals, I should'add, however, conducted themselves as gentlemen throughout 
the proceedings). 

Let me just tell you what my experience has been with this group. They are, 
regardless of how sensationalistic press portrays it, people of good will, •" 

intentions, and of the highest ethical standards. In addition to thin, they have 
developed an approach to what I shall call "pastoral conselling" that is- second to 
none in the world, in my opinion. v 

About two and a half years ago,. I met a well trained Scientologist who was J. 

on a missionary venture to Hawaii. I wa3 so impressed with his approach to { 

helping the Human "Spirit", or whatever you want to call it, that I gave him an • 

appointment a9 Research Associate in our clinic (The Family Counseling and Guidance 
Center) for a period of two months. V/o were so impressed after that time that we 
extended his appointment, and for the next two years observed his techniques in 
operation with a wide variety of troubled persons in a wide variety of situations. 

The results were highly positive. 

All of the staff were so impressed with the approaches, that four of us 
decided to come to Washington last September to take a special six months course 
that was being offered. I must admit that even with what we had seen v/o came with 

a good deal of scepticism. ' V/e had thought that this particular practitioner might 
have been a sort of "natural" in this line, and that the actual course might not 
amount to much. On the contrary, it has been one of the finest learning exper¬ 
iences of my life, and there are ten more persons read;/ to come from Hawaii in 
shifts, as soon as we return, 


Pastoral counselling, or spiritual guidance, hps a long tradition dating in 
modem times from the early 19th Century. I have looked into them all, taught 
"pastoral counselling and psychotherapy at the University of Chicago, and, further¬ 
more, my book " Critical Incidents’ in Psychotherapy" , was selected by a nationul 
book club for distribution to pastoral counsellors in I960. ' Pastoral counselling 

as a whole carries, probably-, a much larger burden than psychiatry and psychology 
combined in the area of helping troubled persons, and it has made a considerable 
contribution to tile field. In my opinion, hdV/ever, the Scientologists have 
developed by far the moot sophisticated, knowledgeable, and effective approach 
I have yet to discover.

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LED BY AN EX-SCIENCE-FtCTiON WRITER, A STRANGE NEW '‘RELIGION'' IS SPREADING AROUND THE WORLD. 
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S aint Hill Manor is a traditional 
old English mansion that stands 
behind a high gateway on a quiet Sus¬ 
sex road some 30 miles south of Lon¬ 
don. Its size and age—it was built in 
1728—give it an impressive but faintly 
brooding air. Before 1959 it was owned 
by the Maharaja of Jaipur, and before 
that by Mrs. Anthony Drexcl Biddle. 
But it is a safe bet that in all its 236 
yea;s Saint Iliii Manor has never seen 
anybody quite like its present owner, 
Dr. Lafayette Ronald Hubbard. 

Doctor Hubbard is a big. orange¬ 
haired, 52-year-oki American who de¬ 
scribes himself as an author, explorer, 
scientist, boatsman. engineer, glider 
pilot, philosopher, movie writer, stu¬ 
dent of the occult and the real-life 
model of “Mister Roberts" in the 
novel of the same name. The most 
fascinating side of his many-faceted 
character, however, is the “Doctor" 
before his name. He is not an M.D. 
but a D. Sen., which stands for “Doctor 
of Scientology.” This is a degree that 
brings a look of puzzlement to n 
Johns Hopkins or a Harvard registrar, 
but Scientology, a growing interna¬ 
tional movement with branches on 
all five continents, is close to Doctor 
Hubbard's heart. He is not only its 
head and best-known practitioner; he : 
actually invented it. 

Essentially Scientology is an out¬ 
growth of an American fad of the early 
1950's called Dianctics, which was also 
invented by Dr. L. Ron Hubbard. 
Scientology purports to be a sort of 
“religion," but it is not affiliated with 
any of the broad U.S. church move¬ 
ments. It has elements which resemble 
psychoanalysis, although leading psy¬ 
chiatrists hitictb’ reject it. Even Hub- 
TiardTwho^has written 10 million words 
about Scientology, seems to have diffi¬ 
culty defining it. He currently calls it 
“the common people's science of life 
and betterment," but this is only the 
latest of a series of definitions that he 
has tried and discarded. In view of its 
tremendous scope, its odd procedures 
and the remarkable feats claimed for it,

an attempt to compress Scientology into 
the few words of a definition is much 
like trying to gift-wrap a dozen live eels. 

It is easier to explain what Scientolo¬ 
gists do. For a fee. Hubbard’s followers 
will “audit" or listen to people who 
have troubles. They use a small, battery - 
run machine known as a Hubbard 
E-meicr while they are auditing the 
people with troubles, whom they ; vi1 
“preclears.” The machine has two wires 
running out of it, and these arc clamped 
to a couple of tin cans, which the "pre- 
dear" holds while he is being audited. 
The E-melcr has knobs and a large dial 
with a needle, and as the person talks, 
the needle moves around, which pre¬ 
sumably means something to the Sci¬ 
entologist. As Hubbard explains It, 
"Tire meter tells you what the preclear's 
’mind is doing when the predear is made 
to think of something. If they're emo¬ 
tionally disturbed about cats, and 
they’re talking about cats, the needle 
flics about. If they're not disturbed about 
cats, the needle doesn't fiv about. So you 
let them talk about cats until they're 
no longer disturbed about cats, and 
then the needle no longer flies abou'..” 

Scientology also has many drills for 
people with troubles. In one, you sit in 
a chair, visualize the two upper corners 
.of ihcroojn, then "hold” these two 
corners in your mincOmd think of 
nothing clscrThis'is called “Holding - 
Corners.” Its purpose, Hubbard says, 
is to “make you act younger.” In an¬ 
other drill the Scientologist reads a. 
sentence or two from Alice in Wonder - 
hutd to the preclear, who repeats it 
verbatim. The Scientologist then says, 
“Thank you," and reads another pas¬ 
sage from Alice in Wonderland, and 
this goes on and on. This drill, called 
the “Dear Alice,” is supposed to 
“improve communication.” In at least 
one instance it resulted it; a complete 
collapse of communication. A police 
captain in one Eastern city, puzzled by- 
reported goings-on at a Scientology

office, enrolled an undercover man there. 
The agent spent several bewildering days 
listening to Alice in Wonderland t repeating 
it to the Scientologist, and getting 
thanked. When he returned to the police 
station, his superior asked him what "'em 
on at this Hubbard place, “Km not going 
to tell you/’ said the officer, “because you 
won’t believe me.” 

The feats Hubbard claims for his 
science are just as unusual. At various 
times Hubbard hr.s held thy* Scier.tologv 
“can Cure some seventy pcicent ot man’s 

. illnesses/^ that it is the only effective 
couhicrforce to the H-bomb threat and 

■ that it can make you immune to the com- 
/y mon cold. He maintains that Scientology 

can raise a person’s l.Q. one point for 

■ every hour of auditing. (“Our most spec¬ 

tacular feat was raising a boy from 83 l.Q. 
to 212,” Hubbard told this reporter.) He 
claims that it can improve the perform¬ 
ance of astronauts and help jet pilots 
avoid crashes, that it can “arrest the ag¬ 
ing process” and make you look younger, 
that it will restore psychotic persons to 
sanity much faster and cheaper than 
psychiatry. ('T saw Ron do it in an 
asylum,” says a California follower. “He 
just went along snapping his lingers at 
them and saying, ‘Come up to present 
time! Come up to present time!’”) * 

And along with all this, according to 
Hubbard, a Scientologist, can move a 
person out of his body and let him stand 
over in a corner and look at himself. “SVe 
don’t like to publicize this.” says Hub¬ 
bard, "ho has publicized it in many of 
his pamphlets. “U makes people uneasy.” 

If these marvels. seem reminiscent of 
the old-time snake-oil peddler, let it be 
said immediately that there is nothing 
old-time about L, Ron Hubbard. A few 
feet from his desk at Saint Hill stands a 
Telex, giving him instant communication 
with his far-hung branches. “Airmail is 
too stow for Scientology,” he says. Hub¬ 
bard speaks easily and with seeming 
authority about physics, mathematics, 
nuclear fission, or indeed, almost any 
science, and salts his conversation with 
phrases like “small energy measure¬ 
ment/’ “stimulus-response cycle” and 
things like that. 

Scientology literature frequently refers 
to him as an engineer, a mathematician 


and a nuclear physicist, and Who's Who 
in the Southwest credits him with an en¬ 
gineering degree at George Washington 
University. The university docs not. Its 
records show that he enrolled in 1930 but 
never received a degree of any kind. 

Today, besides his “Doctor of Scien¬ 
tology,” he appends a Ph.D. to his name. 
He got it, he says, from Sequoia Univer¬ 
sity. This was a Los Angeles establish¬ 
ment, once housed in a residential dwel¬ 
ling, whose degrees are not recognized by 
any accredited college or university. 

Hubbard, who was born in Tilden, 
Nebr.. in 1911, has been married mice 
times, divorced twice, and is the father 
of seven children. (Scientology is sup¬ 
posed to be superb in healing marital 
difficulties. Hubbard carefully points out 
that his present wife was a Scientologist 
when be married her, and that they have 
been happily married for 12 years, 
whereas the two earlier non-Scientology 
marriages were stormy.) He once wrote 
movie scripts, his major opus being 77/c 
Secret of Treason* island, a Columbia ad¬ 
venture serial. He served as a commis¬ 
sioned Naval officer in World War II in i 
both the Atlantic and Pacific theaters, 
and after the war banged about L.A. and 
Pasadena, where he was known as a fcl-. 
low with an intense curiosity. \ 

Somewhere along the way he took up 
the writing of science fiction, and both 
Dtanetics aiul Scientology show the 
strong influence of his former craft. Both 
Scientology and science fiction arc char¬ 
acterized by arcane words and by in¬ 
vented terms, phrases and abbreviations. 
Where every science-fiction fan knows 
that « B E. M. is a Bug-Eyed Monster, 
every Scientologist knows that an ’’ore*' 
is a Scientology group, and that H.A.S.I. 
is the Hubbard Association of Scientolo¬ 
gists International. Hubbard’s follower;: 
also deal with and knowingly discuss such 
things as down-bouncers, The tans, 
M.E.ST. bodies, lock-scanning,’dub-ins, 
rock slams, bops, big mid ruds, S.O.P. 
goals, nnaton, digrams, H.C.A/s and 
boo-hoo*. or weepers. U is not possible 
to explain all these in just one magazine 
article, but the “boo-hoo,” or “weeper/* 
deserves sonic detailing. As pate tie foie 
pros gives you the flavor of France, the 
boo-hoo tells much about Scientology. 

The boo-hoo, Hubbard writes, was a 
clam-like animal that lived millions of 


years ago and used to pump sea water 
from its shell through its eyes. It marked 
the transition from life in the sea to life 
on land, and “may be the missing link in 
the evolutionary chain.” Life on the 
beach was miserable for the boo-hoo; 
sometimes it would get stranded there, 
or even attacked by predatory birds. 
(Hubbard did not explain where, if life 
was just emerging from the sea, those 
birds came from.) According to Scien¬ 
tology, you may have been a boo-hoo, 
aeons ago. If you were, your personality 
has been affected by some of the awful 
things that happened to you as a clam on 
the beach at the dawn of lime. When a 
Scientologist audits you. he may dis¬ 
cover evidence of your life as a clam. He 
then processes this, which is called “run¬ 
ning the boo-hoo ” This makes you weep 
like a clam pumping sea water through 
its eyes, after which you feel better. 

“Two million members” 

For some reason this sort of thing has 
attracted a considerable amount of sup¬ 
port. According to Hubbard he has 
“several million** followers in the U.S., 
Canada,”Mexico, South America, South 
Africa, Europe, Japan and Australia. 
“Somewhere in the world there is a new 
Scientology office opening every three^ 
_days.” Hubbard says happily. “We can't 
give ’you our exact membership total, 
because it doubles every six months/) 

A quick computatiorfsKbws that if Scien¬ 
tology has two million followers today 
and is doubling every six months, it will 
number more than eight billion people 
by. March, 1970. Long, be fore then the last 
holdout will obviously have given in. and 
everyone on earth will be a Scientologist.^ 

There are orgs on five continents, and 
a heavy sprinkling of Scientology instal¬ 
lations across the U.S.: New York, 
Washington. Detroit, Miami* Chicago, 
Dallas, Denver, Minneapolis, Seattle, 
Honolulu, San Diego and. naturally, 
Los Angeles. Scientology has also estab¬ 
lished itself in Auckland, Melbourne, 
Wellington, Tokyo, Paris, Berlin, London. 
Rio dc Janeiro, Mexico City, Caracas, 
Vancouver. Toronto, Johannesburg. 
Durban. Port Elizabeth, and Bulawayo, 
Southern Rhodesia. 

There arc also a number of Scientology 
academies, usually coexistent with a large 
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org. In the U.S. there are two academic, 
one in Washington and one in Los Angeles, 
which train people in Scientology, award 
them certificates of various sorts and 
send them out to train other Scientologists. 

Saint Hill Manor, which bears the same 
relation to Scientology that Vienna once 
had to psychoanalysis, offers the equiva¬ 
lent of postgraduate courses. “Saint Hill 
training” is necessary to achieve the top 
ranks of H.G.A.* which stands for Hub¬ 
bard Graduate Auditor. The loftiest of 
these is an H.G.A. Class 4. “When a 
Class 4 speaks up, everybody else shuts 
up,” says Doctor Hubbard. “The lion 
has roared/’ 

Fees vary in the academies, but you 
can get a short, “intensive” course of 25 
hours for S700 or $800. According to a 
Scientology pamphlet, “Scientology is 
sufficiently simple and rapid that where 
it requires 12 years to train a psychiatrist, 
eight weeks of heavy training can permit 
a person to achieve results. ... A com¬ 
plete Freudian analysis costs S8.000 to 
$15,000. Better results can be achieved 
in Scientology for $25 and, on a group 
basis, for a few dollars.” 

Unfortunately Scientology does not 
straighten out every client at these bargain- 
basement figures. One U.S. police de¬ 
partment has a record of a Florida 
millionaire who has spent S28.000 on 
Scientology processing in less than two 
years. His only complaint was of “ner¬ 
vousness” and, before turning to Scien¬ 
tology, he had been checked at Johns 
Hopkins and Mayo Clinic, where the 
doctors told him they could find nothing 
wrong. “The common people's science” 
did not give up so easily on this wealthy 
Floridian, and at last report was still 
doggedly auditing him. 

People who encounter Scientology for 
the first time are astounded at its tar- 
flung growth. Actually Scientology did 
not have to start from scratch but w-as 
able to rise phocnixlike from the ashes 
of Dianetics. a craze which swept the 
U.S. in 1950. k originated with a book 
that Hubbard wrote in 60 days called 
Dianetics: The Modern Science of Mental 
Health. Overnight, Dianetics became a 
runaway best seller, although the learned 
journals of psychology, psychiatry and 
medicine all ignored it 

To understand Scientology it is nec¬ 
essary to understand Dianetics. as Scien¬ 
tology incorporates Dianetics and goes 
on from there. This is quite a feat, be¬ 
cause Hubbard called Dianetics “a mile¬ 
stone for Man comparable to his dis¬ 
covery of fire and superior to his inven¬ 
tions of the wheel and arch.” Dianetics 
preached that everybody had two minds, 
the “analytical,” similar to Freud's “con¬ 
scious.” and the “reactive,” like Freud’s 
“unconscious.” The analytical mind, 
Hubbard maintained, was a perfect com¬ 
puting machine, incapable of error— 
except for “engrams,” which fouled up 
the computer. 

/ Engrams were recorded'cnG*our “time 
track” by your reactive mind, when your 
analytical mind wasn't looking. For ex¬ 
ample, said Hubbard, “A woman is 
knocked down by a blow. She is rendered 
‘unconscious/ She is kicked and told 
that she is no good, that she is always 
changing her mind. A chair is over¬ 
turned in the process. A faucet is running 
in the kitchen. A car is passing in the 
street outside. The digram contains a 
running record of all these perceptions.” 
Later the engram gets “keyed in,” and all 
sorts of things can happen: the woman 
may fee! a sensation of being kicked 
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BOTH RUSSIA AND CUBA WANT HIS SECRETS, HUBBARD SAYS, BUT HE HAS TURNED THEM DOWN.

whenever she hears a faucet running. 

You could also get “prenatal*’ di¬ 
grams; Hubbard preached that the em¬ 
bryo recorded engrams in the womb 
from the moment of conception. “Mama 
gets hysterical, baby gets an engrain.'* 
Hubbard wrote. “Papa hits Mama, baby 
gets an engram. And so it goes.*’ Hub¬ 
bard maintained that a child whose 
mother had been pregnant and wed in a 
“shotgun marriage'* often could recall, 
under the ministering of Dianctics, hav¬ 
ing “attended" his own parents* wedding. 

Dianctics taught one how to erase en¬ 
grams by auditing. You “returned" a 
person on his lime track to the time of 
the digram and had him talk it out by 
“reliving" it. Once all the engrams were 
erased, a person would become a 
“clear**—highly intelligent, healthy, with 
a ‘ great zest for life, enormously im¬ 
proved abilities and a perfect memory. 
In short, a giant among pygmies. Dia¬ 
nctics was enough like psychoanalysis to 
impress a good many people, and also 
had the advantage that anyone who 
bought Hubbard's book could play doc¬ 
tor at home, without all those tedious 
years in medical school. In no time hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Americans, armed 
with Hubbard's book, were playing Sig¬ 
mund Freud for each other. 

For some hectic, glorious months Hub¬ 
bard was one of the busiest lecturers in 
the U.S. He acquired advisers, managers, 
press -agents. A Dianctics Foundation 
was set up in New Jersey. He was be¬ 
sieged by admiring fans and feted in 
Hollywood. Across the country psychia¬ 
trists seethed inwardly. So did the rest of 
the medical fraternity, resentful at his 
preaching that the erasing of engrams 
would cure most of man's ailments. 

In New Jersey, when his foundation 
was charged w ith violation of the mcdical- 
practicc act, his followers packed up 
their E-meters and fled to Kansas. But 
the boom was already fading, and within 
a year the fad had died. Dianctics w r as 
put away on the top shelf with the old 
almanacs, and people turned to hypnotic 
“age regression" and The Search for 
Bridey Murphy. Hubbard retreated to 
Arizona to plan for the future, dropping 
out of the news entirely. “In 1954 l even 
got a letter from the Encyclopaedia Bri~ 
tannica asking what had become of 
Dianelics," he recalls with a smile. 

Little did the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
know. Despite the public’s mass defec¬ 
tion, a few' thousand stalwart believers 
across the country still clung to the faith. 
By 1952 Hubbard was regrouping his 
forces, and Dianctics was preparing to 
sally forth on little cat feet under the 
brand-new name of Scientology. 

But this lime there would be no public¬ 
ity, no press agents. He quietly built 
from the ground up, establishing his orgs, 
v setting up his lines of communication, 
training his staff men. 

Hubbard .'established one important 
dilferencc between Scientology and Dia¬ 
nctics. Instead of presenting it to the 
public as a science equal in importance 
to the discovery of lire, he set it up as a 
religion. Many of the orgs arc now 


labeled and chartered as churches. At 
the outset this move distressed his follow¬ 
ers, some of whom were science-fiction 
fans, free-thinkers and even agnostics. 

"To sonic this seems mere opportun¬ 
ism," Hubbard quickly explained, “to 
some it would seem that Scientology is 
simply making itself bulletproof in the 
eyes of the law, and to some it might 
appear that any association with religion 
is a reduction of the ethics and purposes 
of Scientology itself. . . r Why should 
Scientology ally itself with religion? . . . 
There are many, many reasons. Amongst 
them is that a society accords to men of 
the church an access not given to others. 
Prisons, hospitals and institutions . . . 
cannot do otherwise than welcome men 
of the church...." 

The rebellion dwindled, and the new 
faith went forth. With scarcely a whisper 
of publicity Scientology spread and pros¬ 
pered. Hubbard himself took it to Eng¬ 
land, found that he liked the country and 
settled there. 

Although he is founder and unques¬ 
tioned titular head of the Church of 
Scientology, Ron Hubbard does not look 
upon himself as patriarch, pope, bishop 
or even elder. “I control the operation," 
he says, "as a general manager would 
control any operation of a company." 
The orgs or churched* pay 10 percent of 
their lake to the Sar& Hill center. Hub¬ 
bard insists that nc docs not profit from 
Scientology but d> avs > only a token sal;.-.y 
of $70 a week. He claims he is “inde¬ 
pendently wealthy" and that Scientology 
is a “labor of love.*’ Just exactly where 
the 10 percent goes is not clear; Hubbard 
says he has spent "a million dollars or 
two’* on research. He docs not like to talk 
about money; he responds to questions 
about it with a smile, a sad shake of the 
head and a comment about “the Amer¬ 
ican preoccupation." 

Despite Hubbard's claim that he is 
leading a religious movement, the Food 
and Drug Administration moved against 
him in early 1963. They raided his head¬ 
quarters in Washington, D.C., seizing a 
hundred E-meters and copies of some of 
Hubbard's publications on the grounds 
that the meters were “misbranded" 
devices claiming “diagnosis, prevention, 
treatment, detection and elimination of 
the causes of all mental and nervous dis¬ 
orders such as neuroses, psychoses, schiz¬ 
ophrenia. and all psychosomatic ail¬ 
ments," including “most of.the physical 
ailments of mankind such as arthritis, 
cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation bums 
from atomic bombs, polio, the common 
cold. . . ,” The books were seized, the, 
FDA said, “as labeling containing thera¬ 
peutic claims charged to be false." 

The Scientologists claimed religious 
persecution, showering congressmen and 
the White House with angry .Setters and 
telegram*. They complained about "Ges¬ 
tapo attacks" on "our confession¬ 
als." Letters to the late President and 
the Attorney General called on them 
to protect the sanctity of the religion 
of Scientology, "even though you are 
of a different faith." The Washing¬ 
ton headquarters of Scientology asked. 
“Arc we in America today living under 
a Godless government which intends 


ultimately to destroy all religions?’* 

At Saint Hill Manor Hubbard focused 
on the book seizures, which he referred 
to as “book burning." He expressed a 
‘desire to meet personally with President 
Kennedy to “come to some amicable 
understanding on religious matters.'* No 
answer W’as forthcoming, and the en¬ 
visioned summit meeting of Saint Hill 
and the White House glimmered away. 
Scientology has appealed the FDA seiz¬ 
ure in court, and the case will go to trial 
sometime this year. 

Hubbard admits that “mistakes were 
made** back in the 1950's, but he insists 
that he now hammers at Scientologists 
“not to treat the sick or insane," and 
that “any physical illness which is mani¬ 
festly physical illness,* or even question¬ 
able, is turned over immediately to the 
medical doctor.” 

Nevertheless, his orgs still peddle the 
Dianctics volume as “the basic book." 
In ail the editions it has gone through, 
Hubbard has never altered its claim that 
engrams arc “the hidden source of all 
psychosomatic ills and human aberra¬ 
tion," or that with the book an “intelli¬ 
gent layman can successfully and in¬ 
variably treat all psychosomatic ills and 
inorganic aberrations." Says Hubbard 
proudly, “It is still selling like mad." 


No secret can be safe

COMPUTERS AND SENSORY NEUROPHYSIOLOGY 
By: William R. Utt&l, IBM Research Center 


In the past thirty years there have been 
unprecedented advances in the field of elec¬ 
tronics* and paralleled with this rapid develop¬ 
ment there has been another technological ex¬ 
plosion in electropbysiology; somewhat less 
well known but perhaps even more significant. 
Since the earliest recorded scientific specula¬ 
tion, the senses have been recognized as the 
gateway through which knowledge and experience ■ 
enters into men’s minds allowing him to cre¬ 
atively interact with his environment. As early 
as the sixth century B. C. , the Pythagoreans 
clearly described the brain as the central con¬ 
trolling structure and the sense organs as the 
channels which, if broken, would cut off com¬ 
munication between the brain and the outside 
world. Yet, It was not until 2500 years later, in 
this century, that the mechanism of neural com¬ 
munication -- the electrochemical spike po¬ 
tential -- was even partially understood. This 
recent accumulation of knowledge about the 
neural unit has clarified many of the issues and 
elaborated the role of the transduction and trans¬ 
mission processes. Between the biochemical 
attacks on the one hand and the bioelectric on 
the other, the basic processes of individual 
neural cells are slowly being revealed. However 
at the present time, we stand on another thres¬ 
hold of discovery -- the neurophysiological 
problem of the organization of nets of cells. ‘ 

The problems are manyfold: How do large 
groups of cells interact with each other to pro¬ 
duce the behavioral functions? How do the 
coding processes correlate with the parameters 
of sensation or cognition? 

In the investigation of these problems 
we find outselveo faced with some very formid¬ 
able barriers. .First, the neurophysiological 
correlates of the, so called, higher processes 
have not even been speculatively formulated and 
it appears that no new breakthroughs arc im¬ 
minent. Secondly, never in the whole history of 
elcctrophysiology, have more than perhaps a 
dozen microelectrodcs been simultaneously 
recording neural events. The sheer bulk of 
the manipulator and associated equipment make 
it unlikely that more than a few electrodes can 
be used at the same time in microganglia. 

The sensory processes, as candidates 
for our research attention, offer much in our 
study of neural nets. First of all, they are 
relatively well ordered structures, compared to 
the mechanisms of other psychological functions. 
In lower animals, we find examples of simple 
patterns of interconnection which can be attacked 
with present methods and techniques. The sense 


organs themselves have also been shown to do far 
more than the simple transduction and trans¬ 
mission of coded signals from the periphery. 

They process this data in a fashion which has’ 
significant psychological effects. Thus, in 
addition to being convenient and coherent they are 
also interesting. 

Many of the problems of sensory psy¬ 
chology and physiology now under study require 
powerful instrumentation techniques and these 
needs are being satisfied by the application of 
digital computers. I would like to discuss some 
of the approaches to the problems of the neuro¬ 
physiology of sensation which we have used in 
our studies of neural coding and interaction. 


The Psychophysiology of Somesthcsis: Evoked 


Potentials from periphery and Brain 


Psychologists have long been occupied 
by comparisons between the stimuli and the sen¬ 
sation reported by an Introspective subject. 
Neurophysiologists, on the other hand, have 
applied their research attentions to comparisons 
between the stimulus and the neural response. 

Both have longed for the possibility of comparing 
neural responses with psychoph ysi cal, respon ses 
when all conditions of stimulation and subject 
were held constant. Two difficulties have always / 
plagued this latter approach. On one hand, thcre r 
Is the difficulty of training animals to make com¬ 
plicated behavioral responses to wide ranges of ^ 
stimulus dimensions, and on the other, the in¬ 
viola te sancti ty of the he althy human skin. It 
has thus been necessary to wait for the technical 
developments which now make it possible to re¬ 
cord these neurophysiological potentials through 
the intact human skin. In the past ten years, 
primarily as a result of the efforts of C. D. 

Dawson in England, these techniques have be¬ 
come available and are being applied by some of 
us to sensory problems. 


The specific coding problem we have 
studied has been that of sensory intensity. We 
asked the question: How Is it that different mag¬ 
nitudes of sensation are produced by varying 
stimulus magnitudes, and how arc the differences 
coded and transmitted? For a number of com¬ 
pelling reasons we have been driven to the elec¬ 
trical pulse as our basic stimulus. By keeping 
our stimulus current constant, we can make pre¬ 
cise measurements of the stimuli and since these 
pulses could easily be regulated in duration, 
approximating the neural impulse itself, the en¬ 
tire body of knowledge concerning the Individual 
nerve fiber could be applied almost directly to 
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our experiments. 


Our system provides isolated (from 
ground) constant current pulses to hemispheri¬ 
cal button electrodes placed over a superficial 
portion of one of the large nerves in the arm 
(in various experiments this would be the median 
or the ulnar nerve). The recorded responses 
were one of three types. In some experiments 
we studied the dynamics of the peripheral nerve 
volley which is transmitted up the arm toward 
the brain and spinal cord. In other experiments 
a digital computer was used to detect and re¬ 
trieve the evoked cortical potential recorded 
from the surface of the scalp. And, finally, 
in parallel experiments, trained subjects made 
carefully controlled estimates of magnitude of 
the sensations produced by these stimuli. Thus, 
we had made another step toward the ideal 
experiment -- a direct comparison between the 
neural response and the psychophysical respon¬ 
ses. 

Let us now turn to the details of this 
series of experiments. The peripheral nerve 
volley initiated by the electrical pulse stimuli 
could be picked up by another set of hemis¬ 
pherical button electrodes at the elbow where 
the large nerves of the arm are al3o superficial. 

To exemplify this approach. In one of 
our experiments three . 5 millisecond, 10 
miliiampere pulses were conducted to the stimu¬ 
lus electrodes in variable patterns of timing. 

No stimulus triplet lasted longer than 10 milli¬ 
seconds which is the fusion and integration per¬ 
iod of this system. We were able to predict, 
from previous experiments investigating the 
refractory period of two sequential pulses, the 
expected amplitudes for three interacting stimu¬ 
li. This predicted graph (Figure 1) shows the 
summed amplitude of the three neural responses 
plotted as a family of curves varying with the 
parameter T3. the position of the third pulse. 

One can see the dome shaped family of curves 
which developed. Figures 2 and 3 show the 
actual data measured in the experiment. The 
subjects made estimates of the sensory magni¬ 
tude of the oensations and photographic records 
were made of the neural response. These pho¬ 
tographic records were measured and the 
amplitudes automatically punched onto cards for 
machine data processing. Figure 2 shows the 
actual summed response amplitude for the three 
spike potentials. Unfortunately, the stimulus- 
artifacts and some of the neural responses over¬ 
lapped so that we were not able to get complete 
data, but the general dome shaped curve is 
reproduced. Similarly, Figure 3 shows the 
estimates of magnitude reported by the subjects. 
Once again the same general shape is reprodu¬ 
ced, When one analyzes these records the 


correlations between summed response ampli¬ 
tudes and the estimates of magnitude is very 
high. Time seems, however, to be a relatively 
insignificant variable. » 

Thus, on the basis of experiments such 
as these, we have drawn some conclusions about 
coding in the sensory system of man. First, 
it seems that the temporal changes are not sig¬ 
nificant, even though the frequency of the signal 
generated at a receptor increases with increas¬ 
ing stimulus intensity. That is, the dimension 
of time, or, interval between responses, seems 
not to be an information carrying mode that the 
central nervous system can decode to give a 
representation of varying stimulus intensity. 

The number of responses, represented by the am¬ 
plitude of the compound action potential, is, 
however, critical and the sensory function follows 
this dimension almost exactly. As long as one 
does not violate the amplitude of the response he 
may manipulate the temporal pattern over great 
limits without changing the sensory experience. 
This conclusion fits well with new results re¬ 
ported by C. Pfaffman of Brown and P. D. Wall 
ofM.I.T. They have shown that the temporal 
dimension is actually used in the coding of sen¬ 
sory quality. Their conclusions and our own 
show a complete reversal of the classic concepts 
in which temporal characteristics (intervals) 
were considered correlate with sensory intensity 
and the place was considered correlate with the 
quality of the sensation. 

Alter exploring the peripheral nerve 
action potential, it obviously would be extremely 
interesting to find out what further transforma¬ 
tions were occurring in the central nervous 
system. There are many stages of encoding as 
the signal moves up the spinal cord through the 
brain stem and finally into the cerebral hemis¬ 
pheres. So far, it has only been possible to de¬ 
tect signals at the level of the cerebral cortex 
antj then only by using a digital computer to re¬ 
trieve the liny signals from the fifty microvolt 
on-going electroencephalographic activity. Once 
again, the same constant current pulse electrical 
stimuli were applied to a superficial region of one 
of the nerves at the wrist. This time, however, 
ordinary EEG recording electrodes were placed 
in a special framework held over the cerebral 
somatosensory area contralateral to the stimu¬ 
lated arm. An FM carrier recorded the cortical 
response on a magnetic tape unit. On another 
parallel channel appropriate marking pulses 
which delimited the time region following the 
presentations of the stimuli were also recorded. 
The on-going activity was monitored on an 
oscilloscope by the experimenter and also by the 
subject who was assigned the task of minimizing 
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his own interference. Not only does this reduce 
the muscular noise level* but this feedback 
loop in which the subject is an active participant, 
reduces such interference as the alpha rhythms 
which arc present when the subject becomes 
drowsy. 


Figure 4 is a block diagram of the sys¬ 
tem used for the analysis and detection of the 
evoked potentials. The signal channel is fed 
■ into an analog to digital converter and, on 
command from the logic unit, the converter 
digitised the appropriate length record into a 
straight binary code. The command instructions 
are generated from the pulses occurring on the 
control channel of the tape recorder. In addition 
to driving the digitizer the control pulses also 
control the motion and writing of a tape driver - 
an IBM 727 modified to operate directly from the 
conversion system. The tape records are then 
processed in the following way. Since the on¬ 
going electroencephalographic activity was un¬ 
correlated with the signal, it was essentially 
possible to filter this activity while reinforcing 
with a simple averaging program, those por¬ 
tions of the response which are time locked with 
regard to the stimulus. The actual averaging 
operation is a point-by-point average across 
the entire record, usually for eighty records. 
Thi9 produces an average response record which 
has proved stable and informative. The results 
of our studies indicate that though there are wide 
individual differences in the evoked potential, 
none the leas, each individual will repeatedly 
give his own special waveform from day-to-day. 

The typical response seems to be com¬ 
posed of three components: (1) A long wave, 
the 0 wave, lasting up to 300 milliseconds and 
. (2) two shorter spikes which we call the M and N 
• waves. The typical wave forms of three subjects 
are shown in Xhe next figure (Figure 5). Though 
the M wave, the first spike, seems to be stable 
in time , there is a great deal of variability in 
the position of the N wave. This 10 millisecond 
fluctuation causes the two to overlap consider¬ 
ably for some subjects and for others the two 
# peaks seem to be completely merged. 

Comparisons were made between the 
amplitude of the stimulus, the amplitude of the 
peripheral nerve response, the amplitude of the 
evoked cortical potential and finally the magni¬ 
tude of the sensory experience reported by the 
subject. Both the peripheral nerve response 
and the psychophysical estimates show, for all 
subjects, a monotonic increase in magnitude as 
the stimulus current increases up to 10 milU- 
amperce. However, the evoked cortical poten¬ 
tial operates differently. It is characterized 


by an early and complete saturation. When the I 
peripheral nerve response is twenty percent of the 
maximum the evoked cortical response is at one i 
hundred percent. Thus, the central synaptic ] 

connections are acting as amplifiers and diver- \ 
gers of the incoming signal. This la exactly the i 
function that is produced by experimenters re- j 
cording from the exposed cortex of the cat. 

Then what other mechanism may 
correspond to the sensory magnitude? One 
possibility is the spatial spread of the response. 
Thus, though a local area reaches the saturation 
point for low stimulus and peripheral nerve re¬ 
sponse, magnitudes, the total area involved may 
continue to increase. This would be entirely 
in accord with our results from the peripheral 
nerve; we know that as the stimulus increases 
the number of cells involved in the response 
also increases. Animal experiments have also 
shown this same spread with increased stimulus 
amplitude. 

We have not yet established this point 
about spread of effect. It may be that there is 
no correlation between the evoked brain potential 
and sensory experience. Yet this technique is 
one of the very few means we have to probe in 
the human nervous system in a controlled fashion. 
The digital computer has made it possible to 
actually see potentials hidden in noise ten times 
the amplitude of the signal. 

Computer Simulation of Receptors 

The computer has played another role 
in our research on sensory systems, that of 
simulation. During the last ten years, Prof. 

H. Keefer Harline has used the microclectrode 
technique to study the patterns of interaction in 
the horseshoe crab compound eye. This simple 
arthropod eye is unusually large and regular in 
its pattern of interconnectivity. Approximately 
one thousand large "ommatidia" are inter¬ 
connected by lateral festoons of neural tissue. 

Even ©lectronimcroscope pictures, however, 
have not been able to detail the structure of 
these interconnecting neural pathways. After 
looking at Prof. Hartline's data and his mathe¬ 
matical statement of the connections, it became 
obvious that a digital computer simulation would 
prove to be a powerful research tool allowing us 
to explore the various possible or suggested 
patterns of interconnectivity and to fit the ap¬ 
propriate response. The model was composed of 
a net of photoreceptors each of which could re¬ 
ceive an independent stimulus and each of which 
responded with an amplitude dependent upon the 
response of its neighbors. The pattern of inter¬ 
action among neighbors and the input stimulus

• pattern were our Independent variable* and we 
observed the pattern© of responses so produced. 
One of the results Indicated that no Interconnecti¬ 
vity pattern* which limited the interconnection 
to the Immediate neighbors, could produce a 
stable response. Not until the pattern of inter- 
connectivity was slurred out over the receptors 
In a ten by ten matrix was a smooth pattern re¬ 
produced. The degree of interconnectivity* ex¬ 
pressed as a weighting factor, optimumly fell 
off geometrically over the matrix. By varying 
the stimulus pattern, wc were able to reproduce 
not only the functional patterns shown by Hartline 
but also a number of phenomena found in human 
vision, namely the Mach Band contour enhance¬ 
ment and the checkerboard phenomenon. 

Beyond these immediate results* we 
feel that this type of 9tudy is extremely useful 
for a number of reasons. First of all* it is ; 
particularly instructive to the physiologist in 
increasing the precision of his language. He Is 
speaking of an ordered array and the program¬ 
ming of a model necessitates completely pre¬ 
cise mathematical and verbal analyses. Second¬ 
ly, by modeling and reproducing the function of 
the eye, we are contributing to knowledge of how 
we might go about actually building electronic 
analogues of the sensory and perceptual functions 
of animals and men. It seems clear that as our 
research on these networks increases we ore 
going to have to improve our research technology. 
The electronic data processor, invented by our 
organic data processors, will undoubtedly play 
a large role in the unraveling of the organic 
"neural code. 11 

Summary 

I have spoken of neurophysiological 
applications in which the computer was used to 
process data in a relatively pedestrian fashion, 
of experiments which could not have been done 
without the computer because of noise limita¬ 
tions* and finally of the simulation of organic 
networks on a computer. The future holds many 
more exciting and challenging applications. 

The problem of recording many in¬ 
dividual fiber potentials from a nerve without * 
a multiplicity of microelectrodea is one of the 
most challenging. This use of the digital com¬ 
puter as a "pseudodissector" may provide the 
solution to some of the technical difficulties 
mentioned earlier in this paper. It may also 
be possible to use a computer to record neuro¬ 
physiological potentials from other portions of 
the human nervous system, both peripheral and 
central* and proceed further with the direct 
comparisons of psychophysical and neuro¬ 


physiological data which have proved to be so 
important in our understanding of sensory 
function. 

We may also look forward to computers 
being used in sensory neurophysiological ex¬ 
periments in which active feedback loops are 
established between the subject or preparation 
and the stimulus generation equipment. This 
experiment will have great implications on all 
of experimental science because we will no longer 
be limited to the static open loop experiment in’ 
which all stimulus patterns are predetermined. 
Rather, a research technology will emerge in 
which both input and output will be dynamic and 
interrelated. 

Most exciting of all, however, will be 
those experimental techniques, and theoretical 
formulations of which we have not even specula¬ 
ted. These will be the presently unknown dis¬ 
coveries and inventions which will affect our 
future just as the present has been influenced by 
the sudden technological breakthroughs of the 
past.

Pursuant to DRM/BE assignment memo of 2-4-63, we visited Hr. Everett E. 
I.ittlefield, 345 So. Serrano, Ixss Afageles, California on this date. Hr. 
Littlefield wrote a letter to the Administration on 1-16-63 requesting 
information as to the charges against the Church of Scientology and any 
other information closing this organization. 

At the time of our visit he stated that he had no t yet. received any 
reply to his inquiry of 1-16-63, so we briefly explained the nature of our 
charges against the E meter. We. pointed out that he should receive a reply 
from the Administration shortly. According to Littlefield, he is a student 
a Los Angeles State College and is also working part time, to help finance 
his education. He explained that he has taken the cult's "Personal Efficiency" 
course which is stated to raise one's I.Q. 10 points. He is presently enrolled 
in their "Anatomy of the Human Mind" course which runs 2 nights a week for 
10 weeks and costs 50 dollars. In the cult's own worHs, this course is 
"A twenty lecture course, setting forth the structure, phenomena, composition, 
creation and workings of the human mind, factually presented, illustrated 
and expressed so that anyone can comprehend the subject. Lending to a greater 
understanding of human behavior."

Littlefield wanted to know if the organization and its courses were a 
fraud as he was considering taking additional courses in Scientology. We 
explained to him that our interest in the organization at this time w.<s 
restricted to the cult's E meters.'

Wc asked Mr. Littlefield how he became interested in Scientology. He 
stated that a friend of his who was quite intelligent and a Dartmouth 
graduate had told him this was a good deal and would help him in his 
every' day life. 

We suggested that if he had any additional questions or information 
after receiving his reply from the Administration, he should feel free 
to contact us.

OBSERVATIONS WITH NON-CONVULSIVE ELECTRIC-STIMULATION* 

A New Method of Therapy in Certain Mental Disorders 
BY GERHARD R. I1IRSC1IFEI.D, M. D. 

The dienceplialon is considered to he a center for emotional in¬ 
tegration, and many investigators believe tiiat certain mental dis¬ 
orders may be associated with dysfunction in the diencephalic area. 
Autonomic studies and psychosurgery, especially thalamotomy, 
support such views. The assumption of a physiologic dysfunction 
in the diencephalon docs not exclude psychogenic factors. Emo¬ 
tional strain may lead to disorganization on a physiologic level, 
as we all know from psychosomatic disorders.-' It, therefore, oc¬ 
curred to the writer that electric-stimulation of the diencephalon 
might alleviate some abnormal mental conditions. 

Heath and other investigators have shown that, with specific 
currents and small electrodes, a localized effect on the brain can 
be obtained through the intact skull. The writer’s own observa¬ 
tions lead him to assume that the diencephalic area can be stimu¬ 
lated selectively. 

For the writer’s investigation, he utilized dime-size electrodes, 
using a complex-modulated, spiked, uni directional current devel¬ 
oped by Reiter. There is reason to believe, however, that 
other types of current can be used, such as a brief square- 
wave current introduced by Liberson which the writer has 
utilized lately with satisfactory results. The Reiter current was 
first used experimentally at Norwich State Hospital by Friedman 
and later by Wilcox, who developed “electrocoma” treatment. Di¬ 
encephalic stimulation is carried out on a non-convulsive basis. 
Electrodes are applied bi-temporal!y, about one inch above the ear.D 
A connecting line would pass approximately through the dien¬ 
cephalic area. Current is applied for from two to five minutes, 
utilizing total energies of about five milliamperes. Patients re¬ 
main completely relaxed during the passage of current and no 
extra-pyramidal signs are present. Respiration continues through-

Frequently, as clinical im¬ 
provement sets in and as emotional reactivity returns, sensitivity 
for pain also is developed, necessitating increasing doses of pen¬ 
tothal. 

In evaluating clinical results, certain similarities between elec¬ 
tric stimulation and psychosurgery, especially thalamotomy, be¬ 
come apparent. Roughly, the same symptoms influenced favorably 
by psychosurgcry also respond to electric stimulation without, 
however, producing the behavior-deficit, so frequently associated 
with psychosurgieal procedures. Genuine stimulation seems to 
take place; and better brain performance is re-established, as 
manifested, for example, by improvement of mental capacity. Psy¬ 
chologic tests, done on a series of 20 patients receiving stimulation, 
showed that the majority gained on tests of memory and cognitive 
functions. Tests were given hefore and immediately following 
termination of therapy. Patients report an increase of initiative, 
an ability to think more clearly and improved power of concentra¬ 
tion; they often state that the outside world seems more “real” 
and that they are again able to enjoy life. A bleaching-out of this 
sense of “joy” is often a common complaint of early schizo¬ 
phrenics. The most significant change experienced, however, is 
an abatement of tension. Thus far, the writer has the impression 
that anxiety states, paranoid schizophrenias, latent schizophrenias 
and psychosomatic conditions respond favorably to stimulation. 

A careful evaluation of the patient becomes necessary if stimu¬ 
lation is contemplated in anxiety. If a depressive element or 
marked agitation is present, electric stimulation appears contra¬ 
indicated. In such cases, the patients’ condition becomes aggra¬ 
vated. The same holds true of purely depressive reactions, which 
become worse with electric stimulation. Such patients respond, 
however, to “combined electric stimulation,” which consists of con¬ 
vulsive electric..therapy followed by stimulation. (A report on 
this form of therapy is being prepared.) Only anxieties which 
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might be called “unattached,” or where the causative event lies in 
the past (as, for example, in battle) respond favorably to stimu¬ 
lation. 

Eighteen patients with symptoms of tension, irritability, insom¬ 
nia, lack of power to concentrate and psychosomatic complaints 
were treated with electric stimulation during a 1'2-month period at 
the Veterans Hospital at Lyons, X. J. Sixteen responded satis¬ 
factorily and were able to leave on “trial visits”; one is going to 
leave the hospital within the near future; and one thus far has 
shown insufficient improvement and is still undergoing therapy. 
Most of these patients bad been diagnosed as suffering from 
chronic anxiety states; some, doubtless, were latent schizophrenics. 
Most of them have been ill for several years since discharge from 
service. Not included in this group are chronic alcoholics, psy¬ 
chopaths, and inadequate personalities with life-long histories of 
social and economic maladjustment, though some of these pre¬ 
sented similar symptomatology. The average number of treat¬ 
ments given was 20 on a daily schedule. 

Not all paranoid schizophrenics are suitable for stimulation, par¬ 
ticularly if dilapidation of personality is present. In addition, de¬ 
lusional content has to be considered. Little benefit is derived from 
stimulation of patients-whose delusions are self-condemnatory or 
nihilistic. In such cases, the condition may become aggravated. 
The paranoid person suffering from persecutory or grandiose de¬ 
lusions, who is suspicious, irritable, hostile, self-conscious, and sc- 
clusive (but has otherwise maintained good contact with reality) 
will show favorable results with stimulation. In chronic paranoid 
states the delusional system frequently is not altered; however, the 
associated emotional tension is diminished, and these patients be¬ 
come more manageable. 

Of a group of 47 patients considered paranoid schizophrenics, 
about 60 per cent responded favorably to electric stimulation and 
were able to leave the hospital on trial visits. All these patients 
were in the hospital less than a year; most had been ill for longer 
periods, however, and many had’been received in transfers from 
other institutions. Five additional patients of this group arc still 
under treatment and will probably be able to leave the hospital 
within a short time. This report covers a period of 18 months. 
Many patients undoubtedly will relapse (five patients of the para- 
noid group have already shown evidence of relapse). To avoid 
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relapses, monthly maintenance-therapy on an out-patient basis has 
• lately been successfully instituted. , 

Electric stimulation also has been successful in the early schizo- 
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> phrenic. The writer has had some experience with psychosomatic 

j conditions as, for example, gastvo-intcslinal disorders and certain 

1 skin diseases. The results seem sufliciently favorable to warrant 

| further exploration. There have been a few favorable responses, 

which deserve attention, in patients with tics, treated by the writer 
j and others. Electric stimulation is therefore suggested in psycho- 

1 genic stuttering and allied conditions. 

1 - Electric stimulation was further found useful as an antidote for 

* barbiturates. It was observed that patients receiving sodium pen- 

! . tothal required, as a rule, about one-half of the usual time to 

; awaken when electric stimulation was administered; and this fmd- 

j ing led to its successful use in barbiturate coma by Robie, Furst, 
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Colley and others. Barbiturate poisoning is commonly treated 
with autonomic drugs, which apparently stimulate certain regions 
in the diencephalon, and the same action is assumed to take place 
with electric stimulation. 

Conclusion 

Electric stimulation, as described in this paper, is apparently' 1 
effective in the treatment of certain anxiety states, paranoid 
schizophrenias and psychosomatic conditions. The writer realizes 
that other factors contribute to the therapeutic effect. These in¬ 
clude the protected environment afforded by the hospital and gen¬ 
eral rehabilitative measures. Needless to say, psychotherapy is 
an integral part of this treatment. The writer does not feel that 
electric-stimulation cures; but it does produce better mental func¬ 
tioning so that more efficient psychotherapy can be followed 
. through to help the patient work out his particular problems. The 
emotional excitation observed following electric stimulation pro¬ 
vides an opportunity to reach the deeper level of personality with 
psychotherapy. ■ In a subsequent paper, a special psychotherapeu¬ 
tic technic will be described which closely integrates physiologic 
and psychologic approach. 

Electric stimulation docs not replace electric shock; it is not ef¬ 
fective in depressive states, catatonics. and hebephrenics. Nor 
is it helpful in psychotics with marked disorganization of person¬ 
ality. Its successful application depends on a careful selection of 
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-- suitable cases, scrupulous technic, and skillful integration with 
other therapeutic modalities, especially with psychotherapy. It 
- might ultimately be of greatest value in the borderlands of psychi¬ 
atry, including psychosomatic conditions, and in all cases where 
stimulation of. depressed brain activity is indicated, such as bar¬ 
biturate coma, sudden asphyxia. 

An interrelationship between affect and autonomic reactivity has 
been noticed to exist.

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Grand mal seizures can be induced with lower currents than arc 
ordinalily used in electroshock therapy if the current application is 
prolonged. This was reported by Olsen and Dale in 1936. Their technique 
was a modification of electroshock therapy based on clcctronarcosis. 
Electronarcosis has been described as "a method of applying alternating 
current to the brain for prolonged periods of time causing a controlled 
state of unconsciousness preceded by a modified convulsion." Olsen and 
Dale found that if the current is applied for from to to 30 seconds instead 
of less than one second, a seizure can be induced with currents of less 
than 300 milliampcies. Experience with this method, which is essentially 
the same as the first phase of clectronaicosis, has demonstrated its safety 
and effectiveness. The two indispensable requirements of electrical equip¬ 
ment to be used for this treatment arc (1) continuously variable current 
settings and (2) current regulation which is independent of vatiations 
in line voltage and the patient’s resistance. 

The accompanying chart shows the method of current application 
and the motor phenomena occurring during the various forms of electro¬ 
shock therapy. In the usual instantaneous onset electroshock therapy 
(seen in A) the current is relatively high, applied instantly and flows 
for less than one second. Immediately after the application of the current 
one observes a sudden tetanic contraction which is followed within a 
few seconds by the convulsion. Tie convulsion starts with some rapid 
clonic contractions which merge into the tonic phase and this in turn 
breaks up in a series of coarse clonic contractions. From the application 
of the current to the termination of the seizure the elapsed time is. 
30 to 60 seconds, during which time the patient docs not breathe.

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be due to the tetanic contractions, the clonic contractions or the tonic 
phase. Subsequent experience with elcctionarcosis and variations of 
Olsen and Dale's technique have shown that the intensity of the mocor 
phenomena in each of these three piiases can be modified by controlled 
electrical current. 

By prolonging the application of current for 10 seconds (Graph B) 
or longer it is possible to use a lower current with a correspondingly 
lessened tetanic contraction which merges into the tonic phase. The 
clonic spasms can be virtually eliminated by maintaining the currenc 
at the treatment level for approximately 30 seconds. If, at any time 
during this 30 second period, the current is dropped, the clonic con¬ 
tractions appear, their severity depending on the level to which the 
current is dropped (Graph D). 

The initial abrupt tetanic contraction can be eliminated by raising 
the cut rent from 0 to the treatment level over a period of one to two 
seconds, instead of practically instantaneously as happens when the 
switch is thrown in the usual shock treatment (Graph C). The current 
must reach at least 150 milliampcres within two seconds, otherwise it 
may be felt and remembered by the patient. We have borrowed the 
musical term “Glissando" to describe this method of applying the 
current. The current is applied by turning a dial rather than by throwing 
a switch. 

In the original clcctronarcosis with an instantaneous onset, the lower 
current is accompanied by a lesser tetanic spasm which merges into the 
tonic phase (Graph E). The clonic phase is greatly diminished since the 
initial current is maintained for 30 seconds before reduction to a lower 
level with no Interruption in the current. By using the Glissando 
technique (Graph C), the initial sudden tetanic contraction isdiminished 
but the patient has some clonic movements which arc suppressed as 
the current is raised to the point where the tonic phase is developed. 
The strength of the tonic phase can be controlled by the height of the 
• current at this point. This makes possible, in the Glissando electro- 
narcosis, the decrease of the motor phenomena in all three phases. 

In both electroshock and clcctronarcosis, the current can be.turned 
off with the current control knob instead of a switch. 

Conclusion .—The violence of all the motor phenomena of all electro¬ 
shock and clectronarcosis therapy can be diminished by control of the 
current without change of the wave form.

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This is a complaint, about a spurious and probably harmful electrical 
device used on humans by the Founding Church of Scientology, an 
organization which also passes under <. number of other names, 
including Hubbard Guidance Center, or the Scientology Foundation of 
Personal Efficiency. 


The organization is operated by L,. Ron Hubbard at 1812 19th St., N.W., 
Washington, D.C., and also in New York City, Los Angeles and 
Pittsburgh. It is one international organization with headquarters in 
England and branches in Paris, France, in Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 

It is based on the use of an electrical device called the E-meter for 
auditing of subjects (humans) who pay 22 dollars an hour for the chance 
of confessing all to a person who asks questions of the subject while 
electrodes leading to the E-meter are positioned on the subject. As . 
a lie-detector, an electric current is passed through the subject whi; 
the confession is being made. The procedure is called "clearing", a : .c 
extends as long as the subject can pay for it. During the clearing, the 
subject experiences hallucinations of reincarnation; this may be a 
neurophysiological effect caused by the introduction of small amounts of 
electrical current into the body over long periods of time. The "auditor", 
who administers the current and questions the subject, can be anyone 
who has taken some short courses provided by the Scientology people, as 
shown in the literature which I am inclosing. 


A person must be ."cleared" before he can become an auditor and is 
subsequently "cleared" periodically from time to time. Such a procedure 
thus permits a pyramidal structure whereby information obtained from 
any subject can go to the top of the organization. A cult using such 
■procedures is-similar.to ! organized brainwashing. One of its purposes 
is to "control the men that control the atomic bomb". A Scientology 
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pamphlet containing this statement and another pamphlet showing that ^ 

Scientology has been used in the first grade of a school without the -£'~ 

principal's knowledge has been mailed by me to Representative 
Francis Walter of the House Committee on Un-American activities. 


My son, Stephen L. Moshicr, was introduced to Scientology last year 
while working for United Research, Inc., 808 Memorial Drive, 
Cambridge 38, Mass., by the research director of United Research, 

Dr. Dwight Wayne Batteau. At that time, my son was twenty years old. 
He tpok 25 hours of auditing at 22 dollars an hour. A copy of the bill is 
inclosed. 


When I rebuked Dr. Batteau for advising the boy to take the auditing, he 
stated that.he did so because he believed it would benefit Stephen. When 
I asked Dr. Batteau to tell Stephen that it was all a joke and that there 

was nothing to it. Dr. Batteau stated that he couLdn't-for now that 

Stephen had been audited he no longer would believe that there was 
nothing to it. Dr. Batteau said he had constructed an E-meter for 
A,ndrew Bagley of the New York scientology establishment. My son 
paid Bagley $200 of the auditing bill, and Bagley sent a bill to me for the 
remaining $350. When I refused to pay it, telling him that I was notifying 
police authorities instead, he wrote me the letter which I am enclosing. 
Although it was clearly extortionist, I paid the $350 at my wife's urging. 
The letter, she said, sounded evil; besides, she hoped that Stephen wouid 
forget all about scientology if we just dropped the matter and paid the bill. 


However, I tried, without any luck, to get the following New York 
authorities to take action; New York City Police Department and the State 
of New York Office of the Attorney General, the Department of Social 
Welfare and the Departments of Mental Hygiene. 

Andrew Bagley is an ordained minister of the Church of Scientology, and 
as such he appears to be infallible. 


Last May my son received $5000 from an estate upon coming of age. 
Almost immediately he proceeded to spend it on scientology. He has now 
completed his fourth week of auditing at the Washington sciendology place 
and plans to take courses there for the'next three months. He insists he 
is doing it to find out how the E-meter works. He has traced the electrical 
circuit and Says that the current output is only about 1/15 of that of the lie- 
detector, and that the curious effect it has on him is something that can't 
be explained by the circuit; He seems to be rational about everything 
else, arid he is very familiar with electronics, having received his 
Amateur Radio Regular license when he was only eleven. 
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While my son may be good at electronics, he knows little if anything about 
neurophysiology. Electric current applied in even low amplitude to 
humans over long periods of time could well be harmful. You will note 
that in the Uttall article, a copy of which is inclosed, psychophysical 
effects are remarked upon. I have talked by long distance phone with the 
Dr. C. Pfaffman mentioned in the Uttall article, and he states that very 
careful supervision must be employed whenever the person is employed 
as a guinea pig in studies of the neurological effect of electric current. 

During the last few weeks I have made several trips to Washington and 
have talked to numerous U.S. government personnel. In each case, I 
was told that they had been trying to get something on Scientology which 
would make it possible for them to step in, but that the religion part of it 
hampered any closing down of activity. 

Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Millstead of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion were very courteous in giving me their time. But they were not 
encouraging. 

Captain Jefferson of the Washington, D.C. vice (narcotics) squad said 
that in an effort to get something on the scientologists he had sent his 
twenty-year old daughter to' take a course at the Washington place in the 
hope that she could discover evidence. Now he just shoves the complaints 
as he gets them into a desk-drawer which is already bulging with others, 
because there is nothing he can do about them. 

Mr. O'Beirne of the Federal Bureau of Investigation gave me much time 
and took many notes. But he didn't think anything could be done. 

I talked with a firm of criminal attorneys which was recommended to me. 
They wouldn't even accept a retainer. 

The government people with whom I have talked state that they have had a 
very great number of complaints about Scientology and L. Ron Hubbard, 
and they admit that he is a scoundrel. But apparently he has been so 
clever, that as stated in the BagLey letter, the law hasn't been able to 
touch him. Maybe I am too much of an optimist; but I still think that the 
U.S. government is strong enough to deal with him. 

Although the establishment calls itself a church, it does send out circulars 
advertising the meter for sale and stating that it is the first science to 
"determine accurately and honesty and potential character of people by 
invariable instrument means". As you will notice from the advertisements, 
there is provided for $2.00 a 35-page booklet which.tells one what you need 
to know to operate an E-meter. 
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I cannot determine, from the pamphlets I have, where the meter is made. 
However, the enclosed leaflets .from some of the pamphlets state that 
they can be ordered from Silver Springs, Maryland, Portland, Oregon 
and England. It may be manufactured in the United States, since the 
circuit is simple. Suppressing the meter, which is advertised for sale 
in interstate commerce, should be possible, even though a "church" 
sells it and uses it. 

If the devices'are being imported from England, then the procedure 
outlined, in U.S. Code, Title 21, Section 381 and Title 19, Section 12.1 
and 12,3 relating to imports probably has not been observed. If it is 
being made in the United States, then Title 21, Section 35 should be 
observed. I note that Title 21, Sect. 131.25 provides suggested labelling 
for such comparatively harmless devices as heat-paddings. What has 
been done with respect to instruments which introduce electric current 
to the body? The State Board of Medical Examiners of New Jersey 
presented a complaint against Hubbard in the Federal District Court of 
New Jersey which was set for hearing on June 5, 1951. What happened? 

A machine which determines potential character should be held to be a 
deceptive device. 

A machine which introduces electric current into the human body for 
hours at a time should be held to be a potentially dangerous device. 

Dr. M. A. B. Braiser of the Massachusetts General Hospital is an out- / 

standing electroneurophysiologist who has been active in this field for 
many years and data obtained by the Braiser group is being processed on 
computers at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Also, I believe 
that John Hopkins University people have been active in this field. As the 
enclosed Uttall paper shows, International Business Machines is doing 
research on the effect of electric current on humans. I understand that 
Uttall is at the Research Center in New York City. Perhaps information 
from such experts would be sufficient to warrant a cease and desist 
order and confiscation of the machines. 

The F.D.A. has suppressed the sale of anti-radiation pills by the 
scientologists. This, of course, merely involved loss of profit. But 
suppression of the E-metcr would strike at the vital core, since the 
"religion" can't be practiced without the meter. 

In case you wonder about me: I am a research chemist at the Aeronautical 
Research Laboratory, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, and as inferred 
in the Baglcy letter, I worked on the Manhattan Project and subsequently 
for the A. E. C. . I am listed in American Men of Science. 
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Postscript, September 5, 1962 

Since the preceding was typed, there has been a further development.

My son's childhood friend, Roger Williams talked to Dr. Milstcad of 
the F.D.A. on August 24, 1962. At that time Dr. Milstcad told Roger, 
among other, things, that his department knew about the E-mcter, bad 
made an investigation of it, and had refused import of the device. 

Roger returned home to Dayton on Saturday, August 25, gave me this 
information, and I flew to Washington Sunday evening in order to 
follow-up this lead. You can imagine how astounded I was when 
Dr. Milstead informed me on Monday, August 27, that he remembered 
talking to Roger but that he. Dr. Milstead, had not discussed the meter 
with Roger, that he did not say that an investigation had been made, 
and that he had nothing in his files concerning the meter that he knew of. 

Accordingly, right after seeing Dr, Milstead I called my wife in Dayton. 

She got in touch with Roger. Immediately he tried to phone Milstead, 
but could not reach him because he was in conference. Although Roger 
left his phone number for a return call, Milstead never phoned back. 
Therefore, that evening, on August 27, he wrote to Dr. Milstead, air-mail, 
special delivery, demanding that he verify the fact that the E-meter had 
been discussed by Dr. Milstead and Roger, and that Dr. Milstead admit 
that he.had said that it had been refused import.. Roger said in his letter 
that he had in his possession notes on the E-meter discussion which notes 
were taken on paper supplied by Dr. Milstead, 

The next day I talked with both Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Milstead 
without any satisfaction so far as information about the meter was 
.concerned. Also, although I did not see Dr. Milstead until about 5:00 P.M. 
that day (August 28, 1962) he said nothing about a letter from Roger. I was 
simply told that when the man who had charge of the Scientology file would 
return from his vacation, the matter would be looked into. 

Not knowing whom and what to believe, I decided not to mention the Roger 
Williams matter in the preceding letter to you. However, today, after the 
letter was typed, Roger and I received the enclosed material from 
Dr. Milstead. As you can see, in it he admits discussing the machine 
'with Roger, although the letter according to Roger is still not entirely in 
accord with their conversation. 

I cannot understand it.at all. .

In his discussion with Dr. Milstead, Roger told him that my son had just- 
received an E-meter, that another scicntology subject was expecting one- 
in about a weclc and that there were E-metcrs all over the scicntology place 
on 1812 19th St., N.W. How did these get into the country? 







I certainly hope that the F.D. A. doesn't think that their having refused 
import to one of the machines settles the whole matter. What does 
Dr. Milstead mean by saying in the first paragraph that they may have a 
basis for excluding the device? If the machines at 19th Street arc of 
British make, they must have been smuggled in. And what about 
Distribution Center, Inc. in Silver Springs? Do they have a stock of 
them on hand? Also, Roger seems to remember that Dr. Milstead 
read to him from an investigative report in which the E-mctcr had been 
determined to lack any therapeutic value and to be potentially dangerous.

Steps should be taken to bar the use and sale of this device whether it be 
an import or not. The same machine, manufactured in the U. S. is of 
equal potential danger. Hence, the return of one single machine to 
England does not even begin to dispose of thg matter.

As I promised, 1 am enclosing a verifax copy of the notice of 
judgment covering the seizure of Dianezene tablets at the Distri¬ 
bution Center here in Washington, D. C. You will note that these 
tablets were seized and were later destroyed because they were in 
violation of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act.

Dear Sir: 

This is a complaint, about a spurious and probably harmful electrical 
device used on humans by the Founding_Church of Scientology, an 
organization which also passes under a number of other names, 
including Hubbard Guidance Center, or the Scientology Foundation of 
Personal Efficiency. 

The organization is operated by L. Ron Hubbard at 1812 19th St., N.W., 
Washington, D.C. , and also in New York City, Eos Angeles and 
Pittsburgh. It is one international organization with headquarters in 
England and branches in Paris, France, in Australia, New Zealand and . 
South Africa. 

It is based on the use c£ an electrical device called the E-meter for 
auditing of subjects (humans) who pay 22 dollars an hour for the. chance 
of confessing all to a person who asks questions of the subject while 
electrodes leading to the E-meter are positioned on the subject. As in 
a lie-detector, an electric current is passed through the subject while 
the confession is being made'. The procedure is called "clearing", and 
extends as long as the subject can pay for it. During the clearing, the 
subject experiences hallucinations of reincarnation; this may be a 
neurophysiological effect caused by .the introduction of small amounts of 
electrical current into the body over long periods of time. The "auditor" 
who administers the current and questions the subject, can be anyone 
who has taken some short courses provided by the scientology people, as 
shown in the literature which I am inclosing. 

A person must be.."cleared" before he can become an auditor and is 
subsequently "cleared" periodically from time to time. Such a procedure 
thus permits a pyramidal structure whefeby information obtained from 
any subject can go to the top of the organization. A cult using such 
procedures is similar to organized brainwashing. One of its purposes 
is to "control the men that control the atomic bomb". A scientology 
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pamphlet containing this statement and another pamphlet showing that 
Scientology has been used in the first grade of a school without the 
principal’s knowledge has been mailed by me to Representative 
Francis Walter of the House Committee on Un-American activities. 

My son, Stephen L. Moshier, was introduced to Scientology last year 
while working for United Research, Inc., 808 Memorial Drive, 

Cambridge 38, Mass . , by the research director of United Research, 

Dr. Dwight Wayne Batteau. At that time, my son was twenty years old. 

He took.25 hours of auditing at 22 dollars an hour. A copy of the bill is 
inclosed. 

When I rebuked Dr. Batteau for advising the boy to take the auditing, he 
stated that.he did so because he believed it would benefit Stephen. When 
I asked Dr. Batteau to tell Stephen that it was all a joke and that there 

was nothing to it, Dr. Batteau stated that he couldn't-for now that 

Stephen had been audited he no longer would believe that there was 
nothing to it. Dr. Batteau said he had constructed an E-meter for 
Andrew Bagley of the New York Scientology establishment. My son 
paid Bagley $200 of the auditing bill, and Bagley sent a bill to me for the 
remaining $350. When I refused to pay it, telling him that I was notifying 
police authorities instead, he wrote me the letter which I am enclosing. 
Although it was clearly extortionist, I paid the $350 at my wife's urging. 
The letter, she said, sounded evil; besides, she hoped that Stephen would 
forget all about Scientology if we just dropped the matter and paid the bill.

However, I tried, without any luck, to get the following New York 
authorities to take action: New York City Police Department and the State 
of New York Office of the Attorney General, the Department of Social 
Welfare and the Departments of Mental Hygiene. 

Andrew Bagley is an ordained minister of the Church of Scientology, and 
as such he appears to be infallible. 

Last May my son received $5000 from an estate upon coming of age. 

Almost immediately he proceeded to spend it on Scientology. He has now 
completed his fourth week of auditing at the Washington scientioiogy place 
and plans to take courses there for the next three months. He insists he 
is doing it to find out how the E-meter works. He has traced the electrical 
circuit and Says that the current output is only about 1/15 of that of the lie- 
detector, and that the curious effect it has on him is something that can't 
be explained by the circuit; He seems to be rational about everything 
else, and he is very familiar with electronics, having received his 
Amateur Radio Regular license when he was only eleven. 
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While my son may be good at electronics, he knows little if anything about 
neurophysiology. Electric current applied in even low amplitude to 
humans over long periods of time could well be harmful. You will note 
that in the Uttall article, a copy of which is inclosed, psychophysical 
effects are remarked upon. I have talked by long distance phone with the 
Dr. C. Pfaffman mentioned in the Uttall article, and he states that very 
careful supervision must be employed whenever the person is employed 
as a guinea pig in studies of the neurological effect of electric current. 

During the last few weeks .I have made several trips to Washington and 
have talked to numerous U.S. government personnel. In each case, I 
was told that they had been trying to get something on Scientology which 
would make it possible for them to step in, but that the religion part of it 
hampered any closing doy/n of activity. 

Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Millstead of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion were very courteous in giving me their time. But they were not 
encouraging. 

Captain Jefferson of the Washington, D.C. vice (narcotics) sqind said 
that in an effort to get something on the scientologists he had sent his 
twenty-year old daughter to'take a course at the Washington place in the 
hope that she could discover evidence. Now he just shoves the complaints 
as he gets them into a desk-drawer which is already bulging with others, 
because there is nothing he can do about them. 

Mr. O'Beirne of the Federal Bureau of Investigation gave me much time 
and took many notes. But he didn't think anything could be done. 

I talked with a firm of criminal attorneys which was recommended to me. 
They wouldn't even accept a retainer. 

The government people with whom I have talked state that they have had a 
very great number of complaints about Scientology and L. Ron Hubbard, 
and they admit that he is a scoundrel* But apparently he has been so 
clever, that as stated in the Bagley letter, the law hasn't been able to 
touch him. Maybe I am too much of an optimist; but I still think that the 
U.S. government is strong enough to deal with him. 

Although the establishment calls itself a church, it does send out circulars 
advertising the meter for sale and stating that it is the first science to 
"determine accurately and honesty and potential character of people by 
invariable instrument means". As you will notice from the advertisements ,■ 
there is provided for $2.00 a 35-pagc booklet which tells one what you need 
to know to operate an-E-meter. 
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I cannot determine, from the pamphlets I have, where the meter is made. 
However, the enclosed leaflets from some of the pamphlets state that 
they can be ordered from Silver Springs, Maryland, Portland, Oregon 
and England. It may be manufactured in the United States, since the 
circuit is simple. Suppressing the meter, which is advertised for sale 
in interstate commerce, should be possible, even though a "church" 
sells it and uses it. 

If the devices are being imported from England, then the procedure 
outlined, in U.S. Code, Title 21, Section 381 and Title 19, Section 12.1 
and 12.3 relating to imports probably has not been observed. . If it is 
being made in the United States, then Title 21, Section 35 should be 
observed. I note that Title 21, Sect. 131.25 provides suggested labelling 
for such comparatively harmless devices as heat-paddings. What has 
been done with respect to instruments which introduce electric current 
to the body? The State Board of Medical Examiners of New Jersey 
presented a complaint against Hubbard in the Federal District Court of 
New Jersey which was set for hearing on June 5, 1951. What happened? 

A machine which determines potential character should be held to be a 
deceptive device. 

A machine which introduces electric current into-the human body for 
hours at a time should be held to be a potentially dangerous device. 

Dr. M. A. B. Braiser of the Massachusetts General Hospital is an out¬ 
standing electroneurophysiologist who has been active in this field for 
many years and data obtained by the Braiser group is being processed on 
computers at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Also, I believe 
that John Hopkins University people have been active in this field. As the 
enclosed Uttall paper shows, International Business Machines is doing 
research on the effect of electric current on humans. I understand that 
Uttall is at the Research Center in New York City. Perhaps information 
from such experts would be sufficient to warrant a cease and desist 
order and confiscation of the machines'. 

The F.D. A. has suppressed the sale of anti-radiation pills by the 
scientologists. This, of course, merely involved loss of profit. But 
suppression of the E-meter would strike at the vital core, since the 
"religion" can't be practiced without the meter. 

In case you wonder about me: 1 am a research chemist at the Aeronautical 
Research Laboratory, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, and as inferred 
in the Bagiey letter, I worked on the Manhattan Project and subsequently 
for the A. E. C. . I am listed in American Men of Science.

Since the preceding was typed, there has been a further development. 

My son's childhood friend, Roger Williams talked to Dr. Milstead of 
the F.D.A. on August 24, 1962. At that time Dr. Milstead told Roger, 
among other things, that his department knew about the E-meter, had ■ 
made an investigation of it, and had refused import of the device. 

Roger returned home to Dayton on Saturday, August 25, gave me this 
. information, and I flew to Washington Sunday evening in order to 
follow-up this lead. You can imagine how astounded I was when 
Dr. Milstead informed me on Monday, August 27, that he remembered, 
talking to Roger but that he, Dr. Milstead, had not discussed the meter 
with Roger, that he did not say that an investigation had been made, 
and that he had nothing in his files concerning the meter that he knew of. 

Accordingly, right after seeing Dr. Milstead I called my wife in Dayton. 

She got in touch with Roger. Immediately he tried to phone Milstead, 
but could not reach him because he was in conference. Although Roger 
left his phone number for a return call, Milstead never phoned back. 
Therefore, that evening, on August 27, he wrote to Dr. Milstead, air-mail, 
special delivery, demanding that he verify the fact that the E-meter had 
. been discussed by Dr. Milstead and Roger, and that Dr. Milstead admit 
that he had said that it had been refused import. Roger said in his letter 
that he had in his possession notes on the E-meter discussion which notes 
were taken on paper supplied by Dr. Milstead. 

The next day I talked with both Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Milstead 
without any satisfaction so far as information about the meter was 
concerned. Also, although I did not see Dr. Milstead until about 5:00 P.M. 

I was 
simply told that when the man who had charge of the Scientology file would 
return from his vacation, the matter would be looked into. 

Not knowing whom and what to believe, I decided not to mention the Roger 
Williams matter in the preceding letter to you. However, today, after the 
letter was typed, Roger and I received the enclosed material from 
Dr. Milstead. As you can see, in it he admits discussing the machine 
with Roger, although the letter according to Roger is still not entireLy in 
accord with their conversation.

In his discussion with Dr. Milstead, Roger told him that my son had just 
received an E-meter, that another Scientology subject was expecting one 
in about a week, and that there were E-meters all over the scientology place 
on 1812 19th St., N.W. How did these get into the country?

What does 
Dr. Milstead mean by saying in the first paragraph that they may have a 
basis for excluding the device? If the machines at 19th Street are of 
British make, they must have been smuggled in. And what about 
Distribution Center, Inc. in Silver Springs? Do they have a stock of 
them on hand? Also, Roger seems to remember that Dr. Milstead 
read to him from an investigative report in which the E-meter had been 
determined to lack any therapeutic value and to be potentially dangerous 

Steps should be taken to bar the use and sale of this device whether it be 
an import or not. The same machinp, manufactured in the U. S. is of 
equal potential danger. Hence, the return of one single machine to 
England does not even begin to dispose of th£ matter. 

The devices which have been smuggled into this country or made and 
sold here without permit should be confiscated.

But apparently he has been so 
clever, that as stated in the Bagley letter, the law hasn't been able to 
touch him. Maybe I am too much of an optimist; but I still think that the 
U.S. government is strong enough to deal with him. 

Although the establishment calls itself a church, it does send out circulars 
advertising the meter for sale and stating that it is the first science to 
"determine accurately and honesty and potential character of people by 
invariable instrument means". As you will notice from the advertisements, 
there is provided for $2. 00 a 35-page booklet which tells one what you need 
to know to operate an E-meter. 
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I cannot determine, from the pamphlets I have, where the meter is made. 
However, the enclosed leaflets from some of the pamphlets state that 
they can be ordered from Silver Springs, 'Maryland, Portland, Oregon 
and England. It may be manufactured in the United States, since the 
circuit is simple. Suppressing the meter, which is advertised for sale 
in interstate commerce, should be possible, even though a "church" 
sells it and uses it. 

If the devices are being imported from England, then the procedure- 
outlined in U.S. Code, Title 21, Section 381 and Title 19, Section 12.1 
and 12. 3 relating to imports probably has not been observed. If it is 
being made in the United States, then Title 21, Section 35 should be 
observed. I note that Title 21, Sect. 131.25 provides suggested labelling 
for such comparatively harmless devices as heat-paddings. What has 
been done with respect to instruments which introduce electric current 
to the body? The State Board of Medical Examiners of New Jersey 
presented a complaint against Hubbard,in the Federal District Court of 
New Jersey which was set for hearing on June 5, 1951. What happened? 

A machine which determines potential character should be held to be a 
deceptive device. 

A machine which introduces electric current into the human body for 
hours at a time should be held to be a potentially dangerous device. 

Dr. M. A. B. Braiser of the Massachusetts General Hospital is an out¬ 
standing electroneurophysiologist who has been active in this field for 
many years and data obtained by the Braiser group is being processed on 
computers at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Also, I believe 
that John Hopkins University people have been active in this field. As the 
enclosed Uttall paper shows, International Business Machines is doing 
research on the effect of electric current on humans. I understand that 
Uttall is at the Research Center in New York City. Perhaps information 
from such experts would be sufficient to warrant a cease and desist 
order and confiscation of the machines. 

The F.D.A. has suppressed the sale*of anti-radiation pills by the 
scientologists. This, of course, merely involved loss of profit. But 
suppression of the E-meter would strike at the vital core, since the 
"religion" can't be practiced without the meter. 

In case you wonder about me: I am a research chemist at the Aeronautical 
Research Laboratory, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, and as inferred 
in the Bagley letter, I worked on the Manhattan Project and subsequently 
for the A. E. C. . I am listed in American Men of Science.

Since the preceding was typed, there has been a further development. 


My son's childhood friend, Roger Williams talked to Dr. Milstead of 
the F.D.A. on August 24, 1962. At that time Dr. Milstead told Roger, 
among other things, that his department knew about the E-meter, had 
made an investigation of it, and had refused import of the device. 

Roger returned home to Dayton on Saturday, August 25, gave me this 
information, and 1 flew to Washington Sunday evening in order to 
follow-up this lead. You can imagine how astounded I was when 

Dr. Milstead informed me on Monday' August 27, that he remembered \ ^ \yS’-\ 
talking to Roger but that’he. Dr. Milstead, had not discussed the meter \ i 
with Roger, that he did not say that an investigation had been made, 
and that he had nothing in his files concerning the meter that he knew of. 


Accordingly, right after seeing Dr. Milstead I called my wife in Dayton. 

She got in touch with Roger. Immediately he tried to phone Milstead, i •' 

but could not reach him because he was in conference. Although Roger 5 
left his phone number for a return call, Milstead never phoned back. 

Therefore, that evening, on August 27, he wrote to Dr. Milstead, air-mail, 

special delivery, demanding that he verify the fact Lhat the E-meter had 

been discussed by Dr. Milstead and Roger, and that Dr. Milstead admit 

that he.had said that it had been refused import. Roger said in his letter 

that he had in his possession notes on the E-meter discussion which notes 

were taken on paper supplied by Dr. Milstead. \/ 


The next day I talked with both Commissioner Larrick and Dr. Milstead ' 

without any satisfaction so far as information about the meter was 
concerned. Also, although 1 did not see Dr. Milstead until about 5:00 P.M. 
that day (August 28, 1962) he said nothing about a letter from Roger. I was 
simply told that when the man who had charge of the Scientology file would 
return from his vacation, the matter would be looked into. 


Not knowing whom and what to believe, I decided not to mention the Roger 
Williams matter in the preceding ldtter to you. However, today, after the 
letter was typed, Roger and I received the enclosed material from 
Dr. Milstead. As you can sec, in it he admits discussing the machine 
with Roger, although the letter according to Roger is still not entirely in ' 
accord with their conversation. * 




I cannot understand it at all. 

/ 

In his discussion with Dr. Milstead, Roger told him that my son had just 
received an E-meter, that another Scientology subject was expecting one 
in about a week, and that there were E-meters all over the Scientology place 
on 1812 19th St. , N. W. How did these get into the country ? 



I certainly hope that the F.D. A. doesn't think that their having refused 
import to one of the machines settles the whole matter. What docs 
Dr. Milstead mean by saying in the first paragraph that they may have a 
basis for excluding the device? If the machines at 19th Street are of 
British make, they must have been smuggled in. And what about 
Distribution Center, Inc. in Silver Springs? Do they have a stock of 
them on hand? Also, Roger seems to remember that Dr. Milstead 
read to him from an investigative report in which the E-meter had been 
determined to lack any therapeutic value and to be potentially dangerous. 

Steps should be taken to bar the use and sale of this device whether it be 
an import or not. The same machine, manufactured in the U. S. is of 
equal potential danger. Hence, the return of one single machine to 
England does not even begin to dispose of thg matter. 

The devices which have been smuggled into this country or made and 
sold here without permit should be confiscated.

Since you were here, I checked up on this further and I am 
enclosing a verifax copy of a detention notice which shows that 
we have in fact detained one of these devices which was later 
returned to England. 

As I told you, we are having this entire matter looked into with 
the view of taking further regulatory action if this is possible. 
As I promised, I am enclosing a verifax copy of the notice of 
judgment covering the seizure-of Dianazene tablets at the Distri¬ 
bution Center here in Washington, D. C. You will note that these 
tablets were seized and were later destroyed because they were in 
violation of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act.

Hea lth _ 
which essentially prescribed a typa of amstacr, or do-it-yourself 
psychology or psychoanalysis. The.book became'a best-seller and there 
was a good deal of public interest in pursuing the practices outlined 
in the bock with the development of a crar-Kr of organisations relating 
to such practices. Vie have'maintained general surveillance of the 
activities of the organisation for years,—I-ate in the 1950*e 'at one 
time the organization showed 'Vnaiderabla interest in the hazards of 


atomic radiation and we seized, in possession of the Organisation, 
certain quantities of,tablet® which were represented to be effective 
against radiation injury. The principal ingredient was a high level 
•of nicotinic acid which, when ingested, would impart a flushing sensa¬ 
tion to the skin of the user. The seised articles were condemned as 
misbranded arid ordered destroyed by the court.

taking into account the soeev^mt non-acaderaic language) infer that 
Dr, Hubbard .ia.fact-does cake-such claims. But I should also add that I 
know of no instance where Hubbard even claias that tfet E-Meter itself 
improves the spiritual state of cianj The E-Meter is represented merely 
as a tool (exactly analogous oa the spiritual level to sn electrocaxdio- .

The seizure of the property and records of our religious organ¬ 
ization, the Founding Church of Scientology, at the instigation of the 
Food and Drug Administration of the U. S. Department of Health, Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, is a shocking example of government bureaucracy 
gone mad. 

It is a direct and frightening attack upon the Constitutional rights 
of freedom of religion, freedom of press, and freedom of speech. 

. Without any prior warning, or opportunity for officials of the 
Church to appear in Court for a hearing, a large force of United 
States Marshals entered Church premises and seized property and 
..pamphlets used in the religious work of the Church, 

There is no criticism of the Court which issued the seizure war¬ 
rant, because it is not apparent from the warrant that the Court was 
advised by the government department that the premises and property 
of a church were to be entered and seized. Nor is it clear that the 
United, States Attorney's office was advised by the Department officials 
that a church owned or possessed the property and literature that was 
seized. . • 

. More than two months ago, the Food and Drug Administration 
'interfered with the delivery to the Church and^its affiliated organiza¬ 
tions of the imported scientific instrument which are used in connec¬ 
tion with certain phases of the^Rurch's religious activities. Protest 

was made with the Baltimore office of the Food and Drug Administration, 
and ample evidence was submitted showing that the detention of the pro¬ 
perty was in violation bf the law and <the Constitution of the United States. 
.But up to this time the Church and its attorney have received no admin¬ 
istrative ruling, which could.be appealed either within the Department 
■‘of Health, ^Education and Welfare, or to the Courts. 

Instead, there has been a subsequent seizure of property, with¬ 
out notice or prior Court hearing for the Church, such as might have 
occurred under Stalin or Khruschev in Russia. 

'If the legitimate work and activities of one religious organization 
can be ruthlessly attacked and violated by one branch of the United States 
Government, no other religious organization is safe from-similar or like 
illegal intrusion and attack. The question directly raised is: "Are we 
in America today living under a Godless government which intends ulti¬ 
mately to destroy all religions, and religious organizations?" 

There is nothing in the so-called warrant that was issued to in¬ 
dicate that the-Court was informed ... as it should have been . . . that 
civil administrative proceedings were pending and had ndt been decided. 
The facts are that the District Office of the Food and Drug Administra- 
. tion. in Chicago had previously ruled against the seizure or detention of 
‘property such as was seized by request'of the same government agency 
in Y/ashington on. January 4th. And previously another, government a- 
gency, the Customs Bureau, had made a definite ruling that is in direct 
conflict with the basic contention.of the Food and Drug Administration 
on which its seizure of the Church's property was founded. 



Necessarily, all the facts will be given to the Court, in the hope 
and expectation that it will uphold the Constitutional rightsV>f freedom 
of religion and expression. . . ... 

It is also hoped and expected that the Secretary of t«he Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare . , . who is of a different religious 
' faith .than the members of the Church, of Scientology . ..j will give his 
own, personal consideration to the facts of the pending case, which in¬ 
volves the Constitutional right of freedom of religion. It is not too 
late yet to correct the excesses of his subordinates, undoubtedly com¬ 
mitted without'authorization from him.

A SECOND STATEMENT BY L. RON HUBBARD January 6, 1963 

Commenting on the recent armed raid on the Church pf Scien¬ 
tology, under the direction of the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, L. Ron Hubbard, author of the seized philosophical.and religious 
tfcxts which are sheduled to be burned or otherwise ‘disposed of 1 by 
the U.S. Government, said: 

".Toward the end of August '62 I offered President Kennedy my 
assistance and the help of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space 
race. ■ . • ' 

’"Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested 
ted from us a presentation of Scientology to see what it could do to 
help the general effort. We responded with a mass of information. 

"As Scientology can raise men’s anility through the Church's 
processing procedures it could be of benefit in improving American 
scientists in their work on technical problems. However, as Scien¬ 
tology fell in the realm, of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted, 

"Ln August when Kennedy had been President’ awhile I thought it 
only courteous to make the gesture again, I did not realize that there 
were lesser officials of the government who were evidently imbued with 
ideas of religious persecution. , — 

"I would greatly like to hav^ a confe»ence with Mr, Kennedy on 
.this .subject. I am sure we co&ld come to some amicable understand¬ 
ing on religious^matters. Extreme measures such as attacking church¬ 

es and burning philosophical ^exts are not going to solve anything. It 
puts America no further ahead in the *space race. , Religion should not 
be a factor in these matters. 

"If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don't think we should 
forego.'this national victory just because of some point of religious dif¬ 
ference. If we can makei better pilots and astronauts without injuring 
their faith, I don't see why we can't forego the idea'that Man is an an¬ 
imal for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious 
persecution. Religious bigotry has no plUce in national victory. Un¬ 
less we do something to give America an edge over her enemies she 
will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some 
stupid ar.d costly science. If by making smarter scientists (and we 
have many cases, that say we. can) we can save America money.and 
give her victory. Religious^persecution should not be used to keep 

us from doing it. \ ^ • 

"However, If President Kennedy did grant me an audience to 
discuss this matter that is so embarassing to the government at home 
and abroad, I would have to have some guarantee of safety of person. 

"As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as 
though I will have to get busy and write. another book. "

On Jan. 4,1963, at approximately 2:48 p,m. f the party of U.S, Dep. 

Marshals sent to accomplish this seiat:re arrived at the 1800 block of 19th St. 
N.W. .Washington,D.C.. Included in the party were Dep. Marshals Ellis Duley, 
Charles Cranford, John Gerland, Harvey Mattingly, Richard Keegan, Arthur Von 
Nordeck,! Dep, ' Di pleneditto, Robert Haislip, Charles Hocktnan, Alonzo Rogers, 
and Russell Berryman,, Capt. Ernest P. Jefferson, Det. Sgt. John R. Panetta, 

Det. Edmund K. Mackinnon(latter 3 are with Narcotics s quad,Metropolitan 
Police,and were sworn in as Dep. Marshals prior to tlie seizure), and Inspectors 
Karpcr s.Epling.-Thiel and Ever line*. 

As previously arranged,the party-split into 3 groups. One group,headed 
_ by Dpp.Marshal Haislip and accompanied by Inspector itarpers,proceeded to 1907 
St..(An account of what took place there is given in Inspector Karper’s memo) 
|The second group,headed by Dep. Marshal l^attingly and accompanied by Inspector 
Thiel,proceeded to 1817 19th St./They soon determined that this was the wrong 
building. A check of the libel reveled that the address of this building had 
been incorrectly stated. They were then directed to 1827 19th St.,which was 
jthe correct address.(Ah account of what took place in this building is given 
in Inspector Thiel's memo) 

The remaining group, headed'by Dep. Marshal, Elli§^ Duley and including Dep. 
Marshals Cranford and Gerland,Capt. Jefferson.Sgt. Panetta,and myself,proceeded 
to the entrance of T810 19th St,,^h;:re we were met by

literature. Duley then gained peaceful' entry tj/the first room and seized the me 
after. allowing the woman to put her name on it. The rema.inddr of this building

" L / By this time Dep. Gerland had seized several metiers from people who were 
trying to smuggle them out the back door of the 1 two buildings. Other develop- 
merits up to that point included the arrival of motorcycly policemen to re-route 
traffic due-to our cars being double parked. Photographers and reporters had 
been excluded from the buildings by Scientology and were clustered on the sidew 
The. team -then entered 1812 19th St.,where we encountered about 20 people 
sitting in the main room in pairs of two,facing each other. They were not using 
the -meters,but several could be seen on the floor beside the chairs. Dep's. 
Duley and Panetta entered the room and started to remove the meters. The people 
protested and refused to surrender.the meters.

I informed him that this was net connected with 
the import action. He then demanded our names so they could xkh sue us. After 
he had gotten our names,he told they could not resist the action

The people in the room were still 
arguing with the marshals. By this time the.team from 1907 S St. had arrived 
and started to search the upper, floors of 1812 19th St,* After a few moments, 
the doors to the main room on th4 first floor were closed and locked. I 
cautioned the marshals that they were probably holding a "religious service" 
and hoping we would break into the room to g<rt the'meters. After about 15 
minutes of waiting,the doors were opened and the people filed past the marshals 
Each person was checked(handbags,briefcases,etc.) and all meters taken. 

. The basement of 1812 19th St. was visited ,next,and ail literature called 
for in the libel was removed,This included 3 packing cases containing copies 
of "Fundementals-of Thought". Two^marshal* s* vans had been summoned and the 
meters & literature were loadec^in these and taken to the Marshal*s storeroom, 
U.S. Court House,-Washington,D.C. 

A receipt for the ,goods*taken was given to the person in charge of each 
building. Attached to this'memo is an inventory list of the goods seized. 

We left the premises at approximately. 6:30 p.m.

On Friday, January 4, 1963, I accompanied the party of U,S. Deputy Marshals 
assigned to 6ffec ; t seizure at the above referenced firm. The party consisted 
of U.S. Deputy Marshals Robert L. Haislip, Charles R. Hockman, John R. 
Berryman, Alonso Rogers, Edmund C. MacKinnan, a detective of the Washington 
Metropolitan Pol ice*Department, Morals Division, Narcotics Squad, who was 
deputized a U.S. Deputy Marshal for this,seizure, and myself.

We entered the building, at 1907 S. Street, N.W., through the rear door at 
approximately 2:43 p.m. After entering the building we proceeded through 
the first floor to the front doofj. where Deputy Marshal Berryman was placed. 
Deputy Marshal Rogers stopped at the rear door as we entered. The exits, 
were covered to prevent anyone from removing the meters or literature from 
the premises.

It was decided to forego examination of the three cab*! nets; in view of the 
cooperation which was given us. 

The party then moved through the rooms on the second end-third floors of the 
building. The marshals examined all desks, cabinetsbureaus, closets and - 
brief cases for the material described in the.libel.

1’he 
book was a pastiche of early 
Frond, coupled with the Hippo¬ 
cratic idea of talking out prob¬ 
lems and laced with random 
threads of stripped-down East¬ 
ern philosophy. When it died out 
after a couple of years, the 
imaginative Hubbard backed off, 
brooded, /.upped his creed with 
some invigorating holts of sci¬ 
ence fiction, and dramatically 
announced Scientology. 

This time Hubbard really 1 bit 
pay dirt. His "21 central organi¬ 
zations” may be thinking wish¬ 
fully when thev claim to cover 
"every continent on earth” with 
"millions of Scientologists.” But 


Scientology does have branches 
in Australia, England, South Af¬ 
rica, and JO U.S. cities-Wash¬ 
ington, Detroit, and Seattle 
among them. And all reportedly 
pay franchise-granting Hub¬ 
bard’s central organization 10 
cents 011 every dollar—which 
beats even “The Love Machine." 

It's nutty and it’s blatantly 
profit-oriented, vet the unhappy, 
the lost, the bewildered dig its 
special trappings and jargon, and 
Scientology is spreading among 
young people.

Brusquely, Baines asked lor 
mv name, iho magazine i was 
writing for. and its phone num¬ 
ber. After phoning this magazine 
to cheek me out, lie switched 
on a tape recorder (“so you can t 
misquote me"), and asked mv 
"real reason” for being there.

How do Barnes and Scientol¬ 
ogy feel about medicine in gen¬ 
eral? “Health is a side benefit of 
Scientology," lie declined. “You 
don t come in to get your ills 
handled. They just fall away. In 
three years, l'vo only heard of a 
couple of Scientologists who 
died. One was killed in a plane 
crash. Another died of cancer, 
hut he had that before, he joined. 
With almost I'SO people here on 
our staff, we've lost only seven 
days for sickness in a year. Mot 
because we treat illness, but be¬ 
cause our people are in such 
great shape. Why, one man had a 
broken leg heated through Sci- 
ento!og\*in two weeks instead of 
six. Doctors were so skeptical, 
thev rehrokc. it to investigate. 

If Barnes showed little respect 
for physicians, the publications 
of Scientology display even less. 
In “A New Slant on Life," Hub- 
hard lumps “medicos" with re¬ 
porters, munitions manufactur¬ 
ers, and undertakers as “mer¬ 
chants of chans." hi "Diane,tics." 
he writes, "anything as violent as 
surgery or cxodeiilistrv in the

Though Scientology's litera¬ 
ture is heavily dosed with dis¬ 
claimers of interest in supplant¬ 
ing physicians, a retired fireman 
testified at l.li.S. hearings that 
Scientologists told him, “We re 
no! in the healing business, vet 
many miracles are performed 
daily." He added that the 
Founding Church of Scientology 
in Washington, D.C., had for¬ 
bidden him to see a doctor dur¬ 
ing auditing, unless it was “a 
dire emergency and no one could 
be reached at the church." 

According to Hubbard's "Di- 
anctics,” tuberculosis is "predis¬ 
posed and perpetuated bv en¬ 
grains.” Cancer and diabetes 
“may be ongrumie in cause, par¬ 
ticularly malignant cancer." 
Cures are claimed directly or in¬ 


directly for arthritis, allergies, 
asthma, thvroid complications, 
coronary difficulties, nearsight¬ 
edness, and the common cuki. 

Scientologists easily otil-diag- 
noso doctors, a reading of their 
literature makes clear. Hubbard 
tells of the woman whose child's 
asthma lie traced back to her erv 
of “1 can't breathe!" during 
coitus in pregnancy. One of his 
hooks reports the elimination of 
chronic aches' in the shoulders 
and neck of a man whom doctors 
had been unable to help. An E- 
Meler check "cured him by 
revealing that in a prior life as 
a Chinese coolie he'd been 
behua'ded. 

What makes Scientology run? 
In part, the answer lies in a ques¬ 
tion recently asked on a daytime 
quiz show: “What's the name of 
the founder of the new religion, 
Scientology?" Hubbard’s dis¬ 
ciples make shrewd use of radio 
and TV, which can whip the 
sparks of fad into an electronic 
forest fire. Then, too, the special 
"in" jargon of Scientology gives 
its disciples a feeling of belong¬ 


ing and purpose at a time when 
the voting to whom it appeals 
feel helplessly adrift. As Or. Jo¬ 
seph A. Sabatier Jr., chairman 
of the A.M.A. Committee on 
Quackery, puls it, "Scientology 
is being sold to■ youth like a men¬ 
tal patent medicine." 

Worse vet, it's a patent medi¬ 
cine protected by the First 
Amendment. An old friend of 
Hubbard's, top science-fiction 
editor John Campbell Jr., says. 
"Starling a religion is a familiar 
science-fiction plot. The religion 
often is a cover for a group plan¬ 
ning to lake over the planet." 

Though Hnbliard and his col¬ 
leagues do sometimes talk that 
wav ("We want you to join us in 
freeing the people of the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere,” clarions a re¬ 
cent-piece in my mailbox from 
die Los AngelesOrg), they’re un¬ 
likely to take over the planet. 
They may, however, wind up 
with some of its fattest bank ac¬ 
counts. Sam Moskowitz throws 
interesting light on that pros¬ 
pect. l ie recalls a talk Hubbard 
gave in 1949 in Newark, N.J.. be¬ 
fore a group of science-fiction 
buffs. After delivering his re¬ 
marks on iiow-to-wrile-it. he 
added a personal note. “Actual¬ 
ly," he said, "writing for a penny 
a word is ridiculous, If a man 
realty wanted to make a million 
dollars, tile best wav would be to 
start his own religion."

Your letter of November 7, 1963, inquires if any investigation has been 
made of the Scientology organization.

The organization has been maintained under surviefltjnce by the Food and 
Drug Administration to determine if any violation of the Federal Food, 

Drug, and Cosmetic Act or other laws enforced by this Administration 
have occiljsr'ed. 

Several years ago there were seized in possession of the Distribution 
Center, Inc., at Washington, D. C., a branch of the Scientology Organiza¬ 
tion, a number of tablets of a product designated Dinnazine, which was 
represented to be effective in the prevention and treatment of radiation 
injury. These claims were alle'ged to be false and misleading. The 
organization did not contest the charges and the goods were ordered 
condemned by the Court. 

In January of 1963, a number of E Meters were seized on the premises 

of the Founding Church of Scientology and its related organizations in 

Washington, D. C. following an- investigation by the Food and Drug 

Administration. The attached copy of the January issue of monthly

report.y^of actions taken by the Food and Drug Administration sets forth A j’-^' 
the information concerning this seizure, on-f>eiere-6v The devices seized 
in this action are the only other article known to the Food and Drug 
Administration by the Scientology orgonis-’fion which is 

subject to the laws wc enforce. The seizure action has not yet been 
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tried. Subsequent to the seizure, the Founding Church of Scientology 
and a number of private individuals appeared ns claimants of the articles 
and have, denied the. charges. It is expected that trial of the issued 
will occur sometime early in 1964. -
